HEMMED IN BY OUR SHIPS. 


Battle Probably Has Already 
Taken Place. 


The Vizcaya and Alphonso XIII

Spaniards Report the Uapture of 
an American Warship. 


THE MANGROVE SAID TO BE SAFE. 


Great Activity in the Waters South 
of Cuba — Combined American 
Squadrons Said to be Closing in 
on the Spanish Armada, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—There was 
a larse into sensational war rumors in 
Washington today, after a week of 
comparative quietude. The rumors 
ranged all the way from the capture of 
the little Mangrove with a crew of 
thirteen men to the reported destruc- 
tion of the entire Spanish fleet by 
Sampson’s and Schley’s combined 
forces: were circuiated witn per- 
sistence, notwithstanding their denial 
as soon as they could be brought to the 
attention of any official capable of 
passing judgment on their accuracy. 

As the day rolled along the officials 
themselves became apprehensive, as 
was shown by the frequency with 
which they called for the latest news- 
paper bulletins. At the close of the 
day, however, it was again announced 
in the most positive manner that the 
Navy Department had no information 
to warrant the report of any sort of 
engagement in the Windward Passage. 
This did not. specifically cover the 
waters of the West Indies, but in view 
of the fact that the department has al- 
most pledged itself to let the public 
know of anything in the nature of a 
general engagement,- possibly the bul- 
letin announcement is_ sufficient to 
cover the case. 

SECRETARY LONG’S SAYINGS. 

When Secretary Long started for 
home, after an exceptionally busy day, 
he stated to a group of newspaper men 
that the department had received no 
information of importance. In response 
to an inquiry as to where the Spanish 
fleet was located, Mr. Long replied that 
his belief was that it was still at San- 
tiago de Cuba. 

Concerning the reported capture of 
the Mangrove and the loss of other 
ships, the Secretary dismissed these 
stories as purely conjectural, and not 
suppored by facts. Word had come 
from the commander of the Mangrove 
since the time of the alleged capture, 
showing that the ship could not have 
been in the hands of the Spanish. 

WAR BOARD IS ALL RIGHT. 


Mr. Long paid a handsome tribute 
to the war board, and stated that there 
was no purpose whatever of changing 
the present system whereby this board 
cojperates with him in giving every 
possible assistance and advice, mainly 
in the way of information to the ad- 
mirals in command. The office of the 
war board, the secretary pointed out, 
was not to fight battles; that was ex- 
clusively the province of the squadron 
commanders. The board acted merely 
in an advisory way, and at no time 
had assumed executive functions. 

SPANISH GAME OF BLUFF. 

The Spaniards appear to be making 
ready for something more than a de- 
fensive campaign at home, or at least 
they are trying to create that impres- 
sion by other means than news bulle- 
tins that issue almost daily from Ma- 
drid. The Navy Department now has, 
by its own reliable sources, reports of 
greatest activity in the Spanish navy 
yards, and preparation for sea and for 
a long voyage of two of the torpedo- 
boat destroyers. It is given out that 
they are to join Cervera as soon as his 
squadron enters Cadiz Harbor. Pos- 
sibly this statement is made with a de- 
liberate purpose of misleading Ameri- 
can sailors into the belief that Cervera 
has taken his way homeward. 

OREGON'S WHEREABOUTS. 

Inquiries as to the whereabouts of 

the Oregon brought a reply this after- 


noon to the effect the battleship was 


safe. Nothing could be learmed of her 
location. It is probable that the tele- 
grams said to have emanated from the 
vessel were really filed at Key West, 
but were brought to that port on some 
dispatch boat from the Oregon, which 
is cojperating with our fleets. 
CUTTING OF THE CABLES. 

The cutting of the cables at San- 
tiago and at San Juan de Porto Rico, 
as reported today, was a military move 
of the first importance. Bianco has 
yet one link left of communication 
with the outer world, but the Spanish 
commander at San Juan now finds 
himself totally in the dark as to con- 
ditions in Spain or in Cuba, while the 
value of that port as a place of refuge 
for the Spanish fiying squadron is 
materially diminished. It is safe to 
say that the remaining cable at San- 
tiago will be cut soon, like the others, 
so that if Cervera is misguided enough 
to have entered Santiago Harbor, he 
will be completely out of touch with 
his home government on the one hand, 
and equally unable to communicate 
with Balnco at the other end of the 
island. 

DEAD CINCH ON HAWAITI. 

The Philippine expedition is now off 
in dead earnest. The sending of these 
ships will affect the Hawaiian ques- 
tion vitally. Like the Charleston, the 
transports must stop at Hawali to re- 
plenish their coal bunkers from the 
great heaps of coal that Consul-General 
Howard has been piling up for months. 
If the Hawaiians, like us, take this 
coal without the pretext that we are 
using it to make our way to our near- 
est home port, as is required by inter- 
national law in such cases, they will 
stand convicted of gross breach of neu- 
trality, that in the eyes of nations al- 
lies them with the United States in 
hostility to Spain. The taking of coal 
by American ships at Hawaii to make 
an éxtensive campaign against the 
Spanish possessions, it is believed here, 
will result in compellins the United 
States either to assume a protecorate 
over the islands or to annex them. 

NO NEWS OF A BATTLE. 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—After the 
Cabinet meeting today it was stated 
that no news of any importance had 
been received from any quarter. The 
rumor current in London that the 
American and Spanish fleets had come 
together and that the Spaniards had 
been destroyed, is not credited by mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, wh: apparently 
have no reason to expect n early en- 
gagement. The Wwever, that 
the government had no knowledge of 
the present whereabouts of Admiral 
Cervera’s fleet, leaves the question of 
the time when the Spanish may be 
overhauled a matter of doubt. News 
is eagerly awaited and some irritation 
is expressed that some of the compar- 
atively large number of swift scouts 
which we have in the southern waters 
have not been able to locate the enemy 
and so bring about a collision between 
the fleet. 

ACTIVITY SOUTH OF CUBA. 

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED 
PRESS DISPATCH BOAT DANDY, 
MONTEGO (Jamaica,) May 24.—The 
waters south of Cuba have suddenly 
become the scene of great naval ac- 
tivity. Comodore Schley, who left 
Key West Thursday with the battle- 
ships Massachusetts and Texas, the 
armored cruiser Brooklyn, ande the 
armed yacht Scorpion, is believed to be 
cruising off Cienfuegos and Santiago 
de Cuba. 

When the Dandy left Key West last 
Friday morning, Admiral Sampson was 
still there. It was the opinion of 
naval officers that he would sail for 
Cienfuegos soon by the eastern route, 
the two fleets thus completing the cir- 
cle of Cuba. 

The battleship Iowa followed Coimmo- 
dore Schley on Friday, but was over- 
taken of San Antonio on Saturday by 
the torpedo boat Dupont with sccret 
instructions. The battleship imuinedi- 
ately increased her speed to the limit, 
and when last seen was guarding the 
entrance to the passage between the 
Isle of Pines and Cuba. The Lupcent 
rushed on toward Cienfuegos. 

Five British warships are now in the 
vicinity of Jamaica. The Spanish 
1200-passenger steamer Purisima Con- 
cepcion is here. She is afraid to ven- 
ture out. The numerous rumors, of the 
sighting of the phantom Spanish fleet, 
in this city are quite unsubstantial. 

ALICANTE A COAL TRANSPORT. 

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COVrYRIGHT, 1898.) 

ST. PIERRE (Martinique,) May 24, 6 
p.m.—The Spanish torpedo-boat de- 
stroyer Terror is being coaled by the 
Spanish steamer Alicante. 

The Alicante lies at the mouth of 
Fort de France Harbor. It was all 
along supposed that she was a hospi- 
tal ship, but there is no doubt that she 
carries a cargo of coal for the Span- 
ish warships. Her pretensions to being 
a hospital ship were obviously put for- 
ward as a blind. 

The United States Consul has cau- 
tioned the French officials of the port 
not to allow the Terror to take coal in 
excess of the quantity necessary to 
carry the Terror to the nearest Spanish 
port. It is reported that the Terror 
will leave Martinique tomorrow, It is 
understood she is in good condition. 

CERVERA'S FLEFT DIVIDED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

LONDON, May 25.—A dispatch to the 
Financial News from Port au Prince 
says: ‘Admiral Cervera is believed to 
have divided his fleet. It is reported 
that the Vizcaya and Alfonso XIII 
have been destroyed.”

WASHINGTON, May 24.—[Exclusive 

Dispatch.] The Philippine question 
overshadowed Cuba today in the de- 
partments and Cabinet meeting. The 
most important development was -the 
decision on all sides that no question 
of action in the East must prevent 
speedy dispatch to Admiral Dewey of 
reinforcements which will enable him 
to hold the islands against any odds. 
Fifty thousand troops may go there if 
they are needed, and nothing will be 
left undone to assist in the speedy em. 
barkation of the 17,000 men now gath- 
ered at San F.ancisco or on the way 
across the ocean. This fact, it is be- 
lieved, will lead to a second call for 
75,000 volunteers within the next ten 
days. 
There is an uneasy feeling in admin- 
istration circles over the Manila situa- 
tion. There is a belief that the Span- 
iards already have troops on the way 
and that there is a likelihood that they 
are convoyed by strong ships. The be- 
lief is expressed that this expedition 
could have been inaugurated without 
reports having reached this country. 
It is likely that the first heard of them 
will be from Aden. 

Dewey’s message was not wholly re- 
assuring, for his reference to the fears 
of the probable action of foreigners has 
been given much weight. At least on 
every side the activity of preparation 
was apparent. Navy officials are doing 
their utmost to have the Monterey get 
away. The feeling grows among Sen- 
ators that the administration has de- 
cided upon a strong policy in the Phil- 
ippines, and that the Monterey will be 
a standing argument against evacua- 
tion.

KINGSTON (Jamaica,) May 24,:7 
p.m.—The Spanish Consul here, acting 
under the neutrality proclamation, asks 
official colonial authorities the right to 
search the steamer Adula when she ar- 
rives from Cienfuegos tomorrow with 
Americangs or any other persons who 
may have taken her to leave that city. 

He is in search of dispatches from 
the American blockading fleet to the 
Navy Department, and of communica- 
tions frem- spies. that on her 
previous trip from Cienfuekos the 
Adula brought mail from the United 
States cruiser Marblehead, and he 
cites the British neutrality laws de- 
claring that official dispatches are con- 
traband. 

The colonial authorities, after inquiry, 
replied that no proof existed of the ex- 
istence of official dispatches from the 
Marblehead, but only of personal let- 
ters of officers and men which were ac- 
cepted as an act of courtesy for mail- 
ing here. 

The Spanish Consul, persisting in his 
demand for the privilege to search all 
packages, sealed or unsealed, and the 
persons of the passengers, the colonial 
government replied that such a thing 
could not be allowed without proof of 
reasonable probability. The colonial 
authorities are understood to have in- 
quired of London for advice. They are

With Troops for Manila.

The of departure of 
three vessels depends upon the naval 
nuthoritieés. The strength of Gen. An- 
‘ derson’s command is 117 officers and 
2382 enlisted men. The naval contin- 
gent consists of eleven officers and 
seventy-six enlisted men. Total for the 
three vessels, 128 officers and 2458 en- 
listed men.” 

Assistant Secretary of War Meikle- 
john received a dispatch from Arthur 
Sewall at Bath, Maine, candidate for 
Vice-President on the Demotratic- ticket’ 
in 1896, offering on behalf of Arthur 
Sewall & Co., the ship Roanoke, now 
at San Francisco, to the government 
for transport purposes. The Roanoke 
is of 3549 tons register, and has a ca- 

acity of 5000 tons. 
sf a. Sewall says the ship can be fitted 
up for about 2500 men and 1500 tons of 
freight. She is now under charter for 
New York, but Mr. Sewall expressed 
the opinion that he can arrange to 
cancel the charter if the government is 
in need of more vessels. 

Secretary Meiklejohn immediately 
telegraphed to San Francisco that an 
inspection be made of the ship, and if 
{t should prove satisfactory the Roa- 
noke probably will be chartered. 

SHIPS MAY BE IMPRESSED.

WASHINGTON, May °24—"We have 

’ not yet secured any new ships, but are 


still negotiating for the Colon and 
China.” said Assistant Secretary 
Meiklejohn at the close of business to- 


day. “The difficulty with these ships 
has been the question of price, the 
owners of them and the department 
officials being unable to agree on the 
rate to be paid. 

Mr. Meiklejohn has not yet put into 
execution his threat to impress some 
of the steamers on the Pacific Const 
into the service of the United States, 
and he hopes that this will not be nec- 
essary, but that the companies will 
come forward promptly and offer their 
vessels to the government at reason- 
able rates. It is believed to be likely, 
however, that a recommendation will 
be made to Congress granting an 
American register to the Tacoma, Vic- 
toria and Argyll of the Northern Pa- 
cific Steamship Line, so that they may 
be fitted out for use as transports as 
promptly as possible. The steamer 
Ohio, a vessel of 1200 tons, belonging to 
the Empire Transportation Company, 
has been offered to the government, 
and the question of her acceptance is 
under consideration. She is at Seattle. 
A large number of ships have been of- 
fered to the department at reasonable 
rates, but they were in such condition 
that the officials promptly refused them 
on the ground that it would not be safe 
to send troops in them. 

Should the government decide to ask 
that an American register be given to 
all six vessels of the Northern Pacific 
Steamship Company and they be Sse- 
cured for transport purposes, these, 
with the five ships already” se- 
cured, and the China, Colon and Ohio 
would furnish accommodations, it is 
believed here, for between 15,000 and 
17.000 men—just about the number 
which the War Department will send 
to Admiral Dewey. An earnest effort 
will be made to secure these boats, but 
it is plainly set forth by Mr. Meikle- 
john that the officials will not lose fur- 
the unnecessary time, but will instead, 
ask that American registry be given to 
certain foreign vessels or else impress 
American steamers into service. 

ALL ABOARD.

board at 2 o'clock tomorrow, and 
within twenty-four hours the three big 
vessels—Australia, City of Peking and 


City of Sydney, will surely pass 
through the Golden Gate with their 


prows turned toward Manila. 

The display of patriotism today was 
searcely exceeded by that of yester- 
day, the occasion being the embarka- 
tion: of about 1400 more men. They 
comprised five companies of the Four- 
teenth United States Infantry, as well 
as the Second Regiment of Oregon Vol- 
unteers and a detachment of heavy ar- 
tillery. 

Capt. Murphy, senior captain, was in 
charge of the Fourteenth Infantry Bat- 


talion. Maj. Robe remains behind. The 
companies of the Fourteenth are A, 
Capt. Eastman: C, Lieut. Biddell: D, 
Lieut. Lasaign in command; Kh, Capt. 
Miles; F, Capt. Murphy. There is an 


average of seventy men to the com- 
pany, or 350 men, and the regimental 
band of twenty pieces. 

The Oregon battalion is in command 
of Col, Summers. It comprises Cos. A, 
B, E, D, G, K, H, and L, on the City of 


Sydney. There are 1020 men in the 
regiment. 
The last of the troops te proceed 


from the camp to the steamer was the 
detachment of fifty heavy artillerymen, 
under command of Capt. Geary. They 
embarked on the City of Sydney. 

As the California volunteers enthused 
the multitude and moved them to ceon- 
tinual cheering, so the departure of 
their neighbors from Oregon, and the 
regulars, was the signal for an out- 
pouring of citizens, who waved them 
hearty farewells all the way from their 
camps to the waters’ edge, none join- 
ing more heartily than the members 
of the Sixth and Seventh regiments, 
who hope soon to follow. And at the 
wharves the great crowd yelled itself 
hoarse as the soldiers arrived. The 
final hurrah when the last blue coat 
had come upon the scene was such as 
the soldieis will long remember. 

It was dusk when the City of Syd- 
ney and Australia left their decks and 
took their places in the stream near the 
City of Peking. As they moved out 
into the stream, bells were rung and 
whistles blown throughout the city. 
Tonight the bay is alive with small 
craft, and all the vessels and buildings 
along the water front were brilliantly 
iNuminated. Martial music was heard 
on the transports, and many good-bys 
were said.

This second body 
of troops that are to be sent to the 
aid of Admiral Dewey will sail as soon 
as transports for them can be secured. 
Private Henry Pruett, Company E, 
Seventh Regiment, who was removed to 
the post hospital with pneumonia, is in 
a critical condition, and his death is 
momentarily expected. 

It is known that Gen. Merriam is in 
favor of sending volunteers to AlasKa, 
and it is not improbable that the Sixth 
regiment, under Col. Johnson, may be 
selected for that duty, as there is little 
chance that it will be sent to Manila. 
In fact, Col. Johnson said today that 
his chance of going to the Philippines 
was very slim at present. 

The Red Cross still continues its pa- 
triotic work of supplying the soldiers. 
Today they sent shoes to the Sixth 
California, which were most acceptable, 
as many of the men were badly in 
need of them. The Seventh Regiment 
is gradually getting equipped, as is 
the Sixth. 

Co. B of the heavy artillery, which 
will remain at the Presidio, is still 
quartered in the brick barracks. Maj. 
Rice as yet does not know whether 
it will be ordered out into camp at Fort 
Point. If it should be ordered there 
-it will be under the command of Col. 
Miller. 

Maj. Robe, Capt. Matile and Lieut. 
Hunt, and Lieuts. Martin, Field and 
Kohn, are the officers of the Four- 
teenth Infantry, who remain with’ Co. 
G. Co. G has about fifty men in it at 
present.

A FINE SEND-OFF.

AMERICAN WARSHIPS REPORTED 
THERE BY BLANCO. 
Admiral Cervera’s. Squadron Suap- 
posed to Be Inside the Harbor, 
The Vizseaya and Alphonso XIII 

Reported to Be Destroyed. 


[ASSOCIATED VRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, May 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The following dispatch has been 
received from Madrid, dated 1 a.m., 
Wednesday: 

“Nothing positive is revealed as to 
the situation. Lieut.-Gen. Correa, Min- 
ister of War, has received a cablegram 
from Gen. Blanco, saying that Ameri- 
can warships are in front of Santiago. 

Capt. Aunon, Minister of Marine, has 
received a lengthy dispatch from Ad- 
miral Cervera, replying in full to in- 
structions. The Minister of Marine re- 
ceives nobody. He is working day and 
night. Yesterday he presented to the 
Queen Regent every detail of the plans 
at Santiago de Cuba, showing the de- 
fenses and the security of Admiral Cer- 
vera’s squadron. 

“Admiral Camara has gone back to 
Cadiz with sealed orders. It is said 
that on his arrival there he will ar- 
range for maneuvering his ships at 
sea, for trials of speed, gunnery and 
everything necessary to assure him- 
self that the squadron is in efficient 
condition. He will depart for a des- 
tination undivulged. 

“Sefior Capedepon, Minister of the In- 
terior, says a telegram received by the 
War Office from Manila, reports that 
the natives are disposed to remain 
yal to Spain, and will defend the te1- 
ritery against foreign invasion. 

“The latest rumor is that a Spanish 
warship has captured an American 
warship in Cuban waters.” 

NEGOTIATIONS FOR PBRACE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, May 25.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Daily News. says: 

“Rumors as to the negotiations of the 
powers in favor of peace are premature, 
but responsible Spanish statesmen are 
prepared to seize the first opportunity 
to end the war, providing it can be done 
on terms honorable to Spain. 

“Should a neutral nation come for- 
ward with an honorable arrangement 
its proposals would be received here in 
no impractical spirit or false pride. 
If, therefore, America does not insist 
upon impossible humiliations, there is 
still a possibility of peace.

BOXING UP CERVERA. 


ALL THAT CAN SAIL, STEAM, OR BE 
TOWED IS IN USE. 


A Cabinet Officer Says Sampson Will 
Never Return Empty-handed to 
the Jibes of a Disappointed Pea. 
ple—Dispatch Boats Peremptor- 
ily Dismissed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 25.—A special to 
the Times from Washington says let- 
ters from Key West, arriving late or 
becoming public to a limited extent 
long after they have reached Wash- 
ington, convey the information that 
about everything that can steam, sail 
or be towed has been forced into the 
service to assist Admiral Sampson and 
Commodore Schley to box up Admiral 
Cervera and force him to give battle, 
if he has not escaped. 

Not a word of the elaborate prepara- 
tions’ except by way of round-about 
hints, has come from Key West, the 
newspaper correspondents having been 
put on their honor not to give intima- 
tions of operations that can assist the 
enemy in the slightest particular. 

All the talk in the Cabinet today in- 
dicated the confidence of the adminis- 
tration in the early receipt of good 
news from Admiral Sampson. One 
Cabinet officer who expressed the 
greatest eagerness to hear from Samp- 
son and Schley, and who has no doubt 
that the news, when it comes, will be 
“great,’’ admitted that the outside limit 
of time in which it was expected that 
the vessels of the United States and 
Spain must meet had passed, and that 
Official information might arrive at any 
moment either that Cervera was bot- 
tled up or that his fleet was at the bot- 
tom of the ocean. 

“I do not look first for unofficial in- 
formation,” he said, “for the reason 
that the commanding officer of the 
United States forces has concluded 
that he can get along quite as well 
and without so much possibility of 
injurious observation if he excludes 
newspaper boats, as he has done.” 

The ‘administration is ‘determined 
that if Cervera will not fight, but 
manifests a determination to get away 
and return to Spain, to follow him up 
and “kill” his fleet before it can reach 
its own side of the Atlantic. To do 
this, might require the sending of coal 
ships along with the United States 
fleet for some distance, but if any ac-

In addition to the belated policy of 
censorship adopted in regard to the 
transmission of reports of naval move- 
ments by telegraph, it appears that the 
Navy Department has decided to dis- 
pense with the attendance of newspa- 
per dispatch boats upon the fleet in 
Cuban waters. 

The information reached here that 
before the beginning of the recent ope- 
ration of the squadrons of Sampson 
and Schley against the Spanish fleet, 
notification was given to all the news- 
paper boats which have been watching 
and reporting the blockade, that they 
would not be allowed to follow the war- 
ships on their cruise. 

The notice was peremptory, it is un- 
derstood, and its strict enforcement is 
supposed here to account for the lack 
of news from the fleets, which has 
amounted to a famine for the lIast 
week. Had the newspaper boats been 
with Sampson and Schley on their 
cruise in pursuit of Cervera, it is rea- 
soned that the telegraphic censorship 
at Florida points would not have pre- 
vented the receipt of information by 
other routes from some one of the 
— cable stations in the West In- 
aies, 

The permission given by the Navy 

Department to the dispatch boats to 
follow the fleets on previous cruises 
has been very seriously criticised here 
as inimical to the best interests of the 
service, and altogether an undignified 
proceeding. It has given rise to con- 
siderable unfavorable comment abroad 
also, and has been the particular butt 
of sarcasm from the German Emperor, 
who is said to have derived consider- 
able amusement from the spectacle of 
a fleet of warships attended by a con- 
voy of newspaper boats. 
Whether these criticisms’ re- 
resulted in the decision of the Navy 
Department to exclude the boats is 
not known, but the decision is generally 
commended as a wise one. The pres- 
ence of the newspaper craft may not 
have done any harm, it is pointed out, 
so long as the naval operations were 
confined to a peaceful blockade, but 
now that a serious naval campaign is 
on, it is recognized that it is the part 
of wisdom to free the fleet from such 
espionage.

A STATE SOCIETY ORGANIZED AT 
SAN FRANCISCO. 


Mrs. J. M. Griffith of Los Angeles 
Made First Vice-President—Com- 
forts Provided for the Seventh 
Regiment—The Fund Growing. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 24.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The California Red 
Cross Auxiliary of the American Na- 
tional Red Cross Society was organ- 
ized here today, and officers were 
elected. A prominent place among the 
managers was given to Mrs. J. M. 
Griffith of Los Angeles, who repre- 
sented Southern California, and she 
was also chosen first vice-president. 

Mrs. Griffith was well pleased «swith 
the results of the organization, for as 
soon as she looked over the ground 
after her arrival here, she saw that 
there was no hope of accomplishing 
anything except by the State society. 
Pending this result, she did all in her 
power to relieve the necessities of the 
men of the Seventh Regiment, and es- 
pecially of those members of the heavy 
artillery who were selected to go .to 
Manila. 

At the meeting today, Mrs. W. B. 
Harrington occupied the chair, and 
Mrs. J. F. Lemmon acted as secretary. 
A telegram was read from Bishop Pot- 
ter, and explained by Mrs. Lemmon. 
It showed that in reorganizing under 
the national society, the California or- 
ganization retains its identity as a 
State organization, but it must adopt 
no rules in conflict with those of the 
American National Red Cross Society, 
which are, in turn, in harmony with 
those of the Geneva convention. 

Under the rules, only eleven members 


elected by the State auxiliary organiza- 
tions of the National Red Cross, but as 
California is such a large State, per- 
mission was received to elect fifteen 
members. 

Announcement was made that the lo- 
cal organizations of the Red Cross were 
not to look to the general society for 
euipment of local troops on the begin- 
ning of their march, but they could 
equip their own troops, the amount thus 
expended to be credited to them, as 
on account of Red Cross work, and 
later probably a pro rata would be es- 
tablished. In the field, the general so- 
ciety would look out for all troops, and 
thus there would be no conflict of the 
main and subordinate organizations. 

San Francisco was given six members 
on the board of manager, because she 
is nearest the scene of embarkation. 
Oakland received two, and other cities 
one each. | 

Officers were elected by the board 
of managers as follows: President, 
Mrs. W. B. Harrington of San Fran- 
cisco; secretary, Mrs. L. L. Dunbar of 
San Francisc@o; first vice-president, 
Mrs. J. M. Griffith of Los Angeles. sec- 
ond vice-president, Mrs. Albert Elkus 
of Sacramento; third vice-president, 
Mrs. Granville Abbott of Oakland. 
Honorary vice-presidents are to be 
named by each county organization, 
and then.the organization will be com- 
plete.

EVIDENTLY GRATIFIED AT THE

They are Believed to Have Dealt 
With the Operations of Samp- 
son’s Squadron—The Admiral Of 
the Southern Coast of Cuba.

NEW YORK, May 25.—[{Exclusive

The 
cruiser Minneapolis, which has been 
with Schley’s flying squadron, is at 
Curacoa. With the Minneapolis at 
Curacoa is the converted cruiser Yale, 
which left Cape Haytien at 5:30 p.m. 
Saturday. Word has been received here 
tonight that the Wampatuck has ar- 
rived at Key West.” 

CHANGE OF PLANS AT MADRID.

NEW YORK, May 25.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) A Journal special from Gi- 
braltar, May 24, says the fleet and 
miltary expedition assembled at Cadiz 
is not going to the Philippines. The 
bulk of the military massed at Cadiz 
is being sent to Algeciras, to make 
room for battalions coming from Bar- 
celona, It is said that they will sail 
with the Cadiz squadron for the Cana- 
ries, there to await orders.

DONS’ VAUNTED PATRIOTISM 


NOT SO INTENSE AS THEIR LOVE 
FOR A BULL FIGHT. ~ 


Serious Economic Crisis That Must 
Inevitably Result in Civil War. 
National Finances in 
Bad Shape. 


[ASSOCIATED PRE&S DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, May 24.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Madrid says: 

“The situation in Spain is much more 
serious than it is generally said to be. 
Black clouds are gathering over the 
peninsula, and it will be impossible to 
avoid the storm which will burst with 
terrible effect and sweep away every- 
thing in its path. 

“Such, at least, is the expression 
which I have formed after stopping 
there nearly a month, and after nu- 
merous conversations with highly- 
Placed personages belonging to the 
court, the government and Parliament, 
and with tradesmen, middle-class peo- 
ple and the masses. 

“When Spaniards are spoken of, 
prominence is always given to the sin- 
cere patriotism which supports and 
animates them under the existing cir- 
cumstances. I do not mean to deny 
the patriotism of the Spaniards, but it 
should not be vaunted to excess, for 
in Madrid, for example, the fiuctua- 
tions of the war interest inhabitants 
less than the next bull fight or the 
drawing of the national lottery. But 
the great question which will evidently 
cause the revolutionary movement’ of 
which I have spoken, is that of bread. 
The bread question has already* led to 
Sanguinary conflicts in some towns. 

“Spain is just now passing through 
@ very serious economic crisis. It is 
the result of an extraordinary rise in 
exchange on France, which one day 
reached 115 per cent..Taking advantage 
of the exchange, French and Belgian 
corn factors have bought up all the 
wheat in Spain, which they at once ex- 
ported, realized considerable profits, 
and when the Cortes passed a bill for- 
bidding the export of cereals, the stock 
of corn and wheat had already crossed 
the frontier, leaving Spain without food 


: for her own people. It therefore became

necessary to buy flour abroad at ruin- 
ous prices to meet immediate needs. In 
Madrid the rise in the price of bread 
has not yet made itself felt, because 
the Mayor promised to indemnify the 
bakers out of the municipal fund, but 
the credits for this purpose are not 
large, and when they are exhausted the 
Madrid bakers will also be obliged to 
raise their prices. What will happen 
then? The people, already in such 
straits, will inevitably join the numer- 
ous political and other malcontents, 
and the result may very well be civil 
war. 

“After this revolution, .which the 
army will be powerless to put down, 
will Don Carlos come into power or 
will a republic be proclaimed? It is 
very difficult to prophesy on this point. 

“The young King is never in question. 
An Andalusian Senator who is an out 
and out Royalist said to me: 

“ "The Queen Regent by losing the 
friendship of her people, lost their 
sympathy. Now she is on the way to 
lose their respect.’ 

“The Queen Regent was not present 
at the patriotic grand corridca, the re- 
ceipts from which were destined for the 
national subscription the other day, 
because she feared a hostile demonstra- 
tion, which certainly would have oc- 
curred had she passed through the 
streets. 

“As regards the war, the people do 
not entirely share the opinion of the 
Queen Regent. The loss of Cuba and 
Porto Rico and the Philippines would 
cause the Spanish people to rejoice. 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines 
were three milch cows of the rvined 
grandees of Spain, and the Sypéniards 
were overwhelmed with taxation to 
keep them up.’ 

“ ‘Tet the Americans rid us of Cuba 
and the Philippines. Jt would be the 
greatest good they could do us. They 
ought to have been given to them 
without war.’ 

“That is what I hear at least two 
hundred times from the mouths of the 
Spanish people, and I am convinced 
that an immense majority think this 


now.” 
SPANISH FINANCES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


MADRID, May 24.—In the Chamber 
of Deputies today Sefior Puigceiver, 
Minister of Finance, replying to the 
criticisms of Marquis de Villa Verde, 
Conservative, with respect to the finan- 
cial policy of the government, repuci- 
ated the charge of want of foresight, 
and asserted that Spain's finances were 
in a “satisfactory condition,” assuring 
the payment of all expenses of the war. 

Sefior Puigceiver said that in view of 
the impossibility of negotiating louns 
abroad, there was no means of raising 
funds to continue the war, except by 
an extension of the Bank of Spain's 
note issue, which ,hover, did no! imply 
a forced paper currency. He proposed, 
he said, to convert the treasury’s float- 
ing debt, now nearly 500,000,000 pests, 


nto small denomination treasury 
re He explained the proposed 
conversion of the exterwal debt, but 
avoided any allusion to the proposed 


ax on the national debt. Sefior Pui- 
rested affirmed the necessity cf a 20 
per cent. increase in all taxation, in- 
cluding that on agriculture.

NEW FOREIGN MINISTER.

MADRID, May 24.—Duke Almedvar 
de Rio has accepted the portfolio of 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, which was 
declined by Castilla, the Spanish Am- 
bassador at Paris. The Duke informed 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press that he does not desire the of- 
fice, but accepts it on patriotic grounds. 

The new Minister adds: “Every 
Spaniard is bound to devote all his 
powers to the defense of the country.”

NEW YORK, May 24.—A dispatch to 
the World from Tangier, Morocco, 
says: 

“The following vessels of the Spanish 
reserve at Cadiz under Admiral Ca- 
mara, are preparing to sail: Battle- 
ship Pelayo, armored cruiser Emperado 
Carlos V, protected cruiser Alfonso 
XIII, torpedo gunboat Destructor, tor- 
pedo-boat destroyer Prosperina, auxil- 
iary cruiser Patria and Rapido, for- 
merly Hamburg-American vessels 
transport ships and three vessels 
whose names are unknown. 

“It is said that, instead of going to 
the (Phillppines, this squadron will 
probably cross the Atlantic and rein- 
force Admiral Cervera’s squadron, 
which is understood to be at Santiago 
de Cuba.” 


TROOPS LEAVE BARCELONA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

LONDON, May 24.—A Barcelona dis- 
patch to the Chronicle dated Sunday 
reports: 

A steamer took 1000 soldiers to Cadiz 
yesterduy. There was no excitement. 

The troops are bound either for the 
Canaries and Ceuta or for the Philip- 
pines, though the sending of rein- 
forcements to the Philippines proba- 
bly has been postponed indefinitely. 

The obsolete ironclad Numancia has 
arrived here from Cadiz, and is being 
fitted up as a guardship. 

Two transatlantic liners are in the 
port and the batteries along the coast 
are being repaired. 

The officials here boast that this city 
has been undisturbed throughout the 
trouble, but great misery has resulted 
from the impost on raw material and 
through the falling of the coinage. The 
Workmen’s Committee sent a deputa- 
tion to the colonial Governor yesterday, 
complaining bitterly. The press sympa- 
thizes with the workmen. 


A NORWEGIAN COAL HULK. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, May 24.—The Daily Chron- 
icle publishes the following with re- 
serve: 

A vessel flying the Norwegian flag 
and showing Norwegian papers has 
been fitted up in London as a coal hulk 
on an elaborate scale. She has been 
fitted from one end to the other with 
electric lights, and has been altered 
from stem to stern to receive coal in 
large quantities. 

Some days ago she was cleared by 
the Norwegian Consul in London, and 
proceeded to Cardiff, where she _ will 
take on 3500 tons of coal. Then she will 
be loaded, the information goes, for a 
neutral port and proceed in tow of a 
tug to Cape Verde to act as a receiving 
hulk to which Spanish war vessels 
will go for coal. 

She will tie up in a bay off the Afri- 
can mainland, where her presence will 
-be unnoticed and will be refilled from 
time to time by fast steamers coming 
from various continental ports. 

CASTILLO’S ENDEAVOR. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, ] 

LONDON, May 25.—The Paris cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail says that 
he hears that Sefior Leon y Castillo is 
charged to endeavor to float a loan of 
£10,000,000 ($50,0000,000) on the security 
of the tobacco monopoly. 

FEELING OF DESPONDENCY. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MADRID, May 24, 11 p.m.—The same 
mysterious silence reigns in official 
circles tonight as last night. The gov- 
ernment discloses nothing from the 
seat of war. — 

La Correspondencia 
serves: 

“An unexpected feeling of despon- 
dency is noticeable. As no bad news 
has been received, we can only sug- 
gest that this feeling is caused by 
fears of a prolongation of the war.” 


INDIRECT RESULTS. 


Third Parties are Beginning to Feel 
Effects of the War. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, May 24.—Third par- 
ies have begun to suffer from the war, 
according to reports received from 
United States Consul Ayme at Guada- 
loupe, and it may be that the West 
Indian Islands are to share in the 
burdens imposed on Guadaloupe by the 

existence of hostilities. 

He reports that there is a scarcity of 
flour and other provisions, and also of 
lumber, owing to the cessation of ar- 
rivals of vessels from the United 
States. Probably these do not care to 
venture the chance of capture of their 
cargoes by Spanish warships. 

The last ship arrived March 26, and 
when she cleared there was but 2500 
barrels of flour on the island. Brokers 
bought up all of this, as well as all 
other provisions at:an advance of from 
8 to 10 per cent., and have raised prices. 
The Consul fears serious results if 
prices rise much higher, so that suffer- 
ing follows.

A HEAD-ON COLLISION 


HAWAIIAN ANNEXATIONISTS 
RUN AGAINST A SNAG. 


Speaker Reed Refuses to Give Right. 
of-Way for the Administra- 
tion Plan. 


THE RECONCENTRADOS REBEL. 


EVEN CHAIRMAN DINGLEY VEERS 
FROM HIS COURSE. 


Grosvenor is Hot Under the Collar 
and Other Republicans are 


Displeased—War Revenue 
Debate.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The administration plan 
to annex Hawaii had a square head- 
on collision with Speaker Reed today. 
Up to this minute .he Speaker has 
the better of the matter. The Speaker 
refused to designate a day fwr the 
consideration of the bill to annex the 
islands. He did not say that the bill 
could never be brought up, but he said: 
“No, not now.” 

The reqeust to fix a day was made 
by Representatives Dingley, Grosrve- 
nor, Dalzell and Henderson, the four 
most prominent Republican leaders. 
They called on the Speaker and told 
him that the sentiment among the Re- 
publicans is overwhelmingly in favor of 
the passage of the Dill. They sub- 
mitted to the Speaker a poll of the 
Republicans made by Representative 
Tawney of Minnesota, which shows 
that 189 Republicans would vote for the 
passage of the bill, The poll is not 
complete, because there were many 
Republicans out of the Tiouse when 
Tawney made it. Just how many Re- 
publicans are opposed, Tawney’s figur- 
ing does not show. 

The conference with the Speaker 
lasted for an hour and a half or more. 
Reed said that it would be useless to 
consider the matter at this time, be- 
fore the Senate had disposed of the 
War Revenue Bill. 


When Grosvenor and his callers de- 
parted from the mighty Speaker’s pres- 
ence the Ohio general drew up a peti- 
tion addressed to the Caucus Commit- 
tee asking that it call a meeting to be 
held‘on Thursday. The first signature 
affixed is that of Representative Ding- 
ley. Heretofore he has stood with Reed 
in opposition to annexation. Since there 
has been such a showing of strength by 
the administration Mr. Dingley has 
veered somewhat. Upon occasions he 
has been known to turn-a@ corner very 
sharply. This appears to be an occa- 
sion. 

Grosvenor had a little more than an 
ordinary amount of heat when he left 
the Speaker’s room, as was manifested 
Later he 
decided not to present the petition for 
a caucus, at least not until later. He 
will probably consult the President be- 
fore the movement to upset the 
Speaker is carried further. _ 

This forcing. of Reed’s position indi- 
cates that there may be more trouble 
for the Annexation Bill than the ad- 
ministration has anticipated. If Reed 
had assented the purpose was to con- 
sider the bill on Thursday and pass it 
on Friday. 

A SPECIAL RULE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Assurance 
that a special rule for the consideration 
of the Hawaiian annexation resolutions 
would be reported to the House late 
this week was given today. 

Representative Tawney and other Re- 
publican members were inclined to se- 
cure if posible a caucus on Thursday 
night to consider the question of an- 
nexation with a view to exerting pres- 
sure for the rule, and a call was circu 
lated in the House today, but the 
movement was abandoned upon the 
general understanding that the Com- 
mittee on Rules would respond soon 
to the manifest desire of the majority 
members to take up the Hawaiian res- 
olutions. 

Mr. Hitt, chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, and in charge of 
the resolutions, said: this evening he 
was confident action would be had 
early next week, and probably three 
days would be given for debate. 

BRIBF HOUSE SESSION. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WAHINGTON, May 24°-The session 
of the House today was brief. Several 
bills were passed, notably those for 
the organization of the naval hospital 
corps; to facilitate military trials for 
small offenses and to-authorize the 
appointment of a commission to allot 


certain lands to secure the session of 
the Uintah Indian Reservation in Utah. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, May 24.—SENATE. 
The Senate chaplain’s invocation at 
the opening of the session was a hymn 
of thanksgiving for the seventy-ninth 
birthday of beloved Victoria, 
Queen of Great Britain.’”’ The prayer 
was as follows: 

“O Thou Prince of All Kings, we 
come into Thy presence with a hymn 
of thanksgiving as we celebrate thie 
seventy-ninth birthday of her gracious 
majesty, the Queen of Great Brirain 
and Ireland and Empress of India, 
whose conduct and character as daugh- 
ter, wife, mother, friend, as well as 
gracious sovereign, has won and kept 
for her the loyal devotion of har own 
people and the reverent regard of all 
true people of whatsoever name and 
race around the globe. We pray Thee 
to spare her life. Grant her health, 
maintain the eminence of her sover- 
eignty, and when the departure hence 
shall come, may she go in peace, com- 
fort and joy -Knit the hearts of the 
people who speak the English tongue 
more strongly together, that we may 
work out the mighty problem of the 
highest civilization of the whole earth.” 

After the transaction of some routine 
business the war revenue measure was 


| 


laid before the Senate. By agreement 
paragraphs relating to corporation 
taxes were under consideration, the 


pending question being the amendment’ 


of Mr. McEnery of Louisiana, exempt- 
ing from the corporation tax ‘limited 


commercial partnerships or 
corp tions and companies, or cor- 
porations of limited liability conduet- 
ing planting or farming business or 
preparing for market products of the 
soll.” 


Mr. Allen of Nebraska thoucnt if the 


amendment included the (ig sugar 
corporations it ought not to le adopted. 

Mr. Daniel of Virginia expressed his 
opposition to the amendment, saying* 
that he thought farming and ianting 
interests were sufficienty protected in 


the pending bill. 

Mr. Frye of Maine declared that the 
proposed tax on corporations was a 
good scheme to encourace enlistment 
in the United States army. “T fully 
and firmly believe,” said he, “that if 
this feature of the bill be enacted into 
law, 1,000,000 men will be out of work.” 


He maintained that the burden of the 
law would fall upon the men and wo- 
men who worked in the milis, for it is 
perfectly evident that in the event the 
tax is levied the mills must either close 
entirely or reduce wages. In either 


event strikes and misery would result 
in industrial centers. 

Mr. Frye objected to the tax on hank 
deposits, because of the burden placed 
upon the deposits in savings banks. 

FINANCIAL DISCUSSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT? 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Mr. Piatt 
of Connecticut, a member of the Fi- 
nance Committee, declared that the 
corporation tax was unnecessary, and 
he believed it unconstitutional. 

Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky, in the 
course of an extended legal argument 
upon the corporation tax feature of the 
bill, said it was impossible for the gov- 
ernment to levy taxes of this kind ex- 
cept on consumption and on industry. 

Mr. Lindsay held that if the corpora- 
tion tax provision of the pending bill 
should become a law it would seriously 
cripple the State of Kentucky, as well 
as other States of the country. 

In the course of a discussion on the 
question of issuing bonds and legal- 
tender notes, Mr. Lindsay noted the 
fact that when the proposition to Is- 
sue greenbacks during the civil war 
was made to Congress by Secretary 
Chase, every Democrat in the House 
had voted against it, as well as every 
Democrat in the Senate. He said it 
was strange there should have been 
such a great change in the opinions of 
the Democrats in the House and Senate, 
in view of the fact that Democrats 
are now -urging the issue of legal-ten- 
der notes. 

“This bill,” said Mr. Lindsay, “con- 
templates that we will use all the 
money of the treasury except the $100,- 
000,000 of gold held as a redemption 
fund, and that we will issue greenbacks 
so that at the end of the year all the 
money in the treasury will be the 
hundred millions of gold.” 

Mr. Lindsay then presented the sup- 
posed case of a syndicate present- 
ing greenbacks at the treasury to the 
full amount of the gold reserve, and 
drawing it out, and then that of an- 
other syndicate presenting another 
hundred millions of greenbacks the 
next day. 

“Where,” he inquired, “is the gold to 
come from to meet the second de- 
mand?” 

This question precipitated a colloquy 
upon the whole financial question, 
which was participated in by Mr. 
Lindsay, Mr. Cockrell of Missouri, Mr. 
Teller of Colorado and Mr. Stewart of 
Nevada. Mr. Lindsay maintained that 
the syndicate would raid the gold re- 
serve of the government, and that if 
the legal-tender notes were issued they 
would certainly be redeemable in gold, 
and if reissued would again be re- 
deemed in gold. 

“We shall have an opportunity,” said 
Mr. Cockrell, “‘to test the patrotism of 
holders of greenbacks and see whether 
they will raid the treasury to obtain 
its gold. I'd like to know whether 
they are such unadulterated patriots.” 

“The difference between me and the 
Senator from Missouri,” replied Mr. 
Lindsay, “is that he still believes the 
gold-raiding syndicates are patriots 
and Ido not. They will take every ad- 
vantage offered them, even in time of 
war.”’ 

In conclusion, and partly answer to 
questions put to him by Mr. Tillman of 
South Carolina, Mr. Lindsay said: “The 
war will not go on for two or three 
years unless we break down our credit 
at the outset. The issue of legal- 
tender notes proposed here would have 


“that effect.” 


“Well,” interrupted Mr. Tillman, “in 
what kind of money will the bonds 
you propose to issue be naid for?” 

“The bonds issued,”’ replied Mr. Lind- 
say, “‘will be sold for money as good 
as gold, and the funds so raised will 
be used to pay the boys who are to 
be sent to Cuba to face Spanish bul- 
lets and yellow fever. Our credit will 
be as good as gold, and at the end of 


the war we will have conducted it. by | 


the cheapest possible basis.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Lindsay’s 
speech, the Revenue Bill was laid aside. 

On motion of Mr. Alison, the Senate 
agreed to meet at 11 o’clock tomorrow. 

After the transaction of some rou- 
tine business, the Senate then, at 4:43 
p.m., went into executive session, after 
which the Senate adjourned. 


~WAR REVENUE DEBATE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—That fea- 
ture of the war-revenue measure plac- 
ing a tax of one-quarter of .1 per cent. 
upon the gross receipts of corporations 
was under discussion in the Senate 
throughout the day's session. Inci- 
dentally the proposed tax on bank de- 
posits was adverted to. The principal 
speeches were delivered‘ by Mr. Platt 
(Rep.) of Connecticut and Mr. Lind- 
say (Dem.) of Kentucky, both of 
whom strongly attacked the corpora- 
tion tax. 

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, May 24.—HOUSE.— 
Mr. King of Utah called up and the 
House passed the Senate bill authoriz- 
ing the appointment of a commission 
to allot to the Uintah Indians certain 
lands in their reservation and secure 
from them a concession of their re- 

maining lands. 

The House passed a bill granting 
3121 acres of land to Santa Barbara, 
Cal., for purposes of waterworks, and 
also the Senate bill for a temporary 
increase of army hospital stewards. 

Bills were passed to amend the law 
governing military trials so as to au- 
thorize the commander of any post, fort 
or other command to designate an 
officer to organize and conduct a court 
for the trial of minor offenses; for 
the organization of a naval hospital 
force, the Senate resolution validat- 
ing certain naval appointments by the 
President prior to the passage of re- 
cent legislation providing for them, and 
the bill providing an American register 
for the steamer Zealandia, which 
passed the Senate this morning.

SPLENDID DIPLOMACY. 


Consul Bedloe Scores a Commercial 
Triumph in China. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Informa- 
tion has reached here from Canton, 
China, that through the efforts of 
United States Consul Bedloe, a revision 
has been secured of the transit pass 
rules which will prove of great benefit 
to importers. Hitherto it was obligatory 
that all goods forwarded from a port 
to mainland under cover of transit 
pass should reachi ntact the destination 
indicated in the pass on penalty of 
confiscation. By the new rules, how- 
ever, foreign goods covered by. the 
transit pass, or any part of them, may 
be sold in transit for a more profitable 
inland market, the only requirement 
enacted being that the pass shall con- 
tain an entry under seal, showing the 
quantity so sold. The Hongkong Tele- 
graph, an English newspaper, in com- 
menting upon Consul Bedloe’s achieve- 
ment, which it regards as of the high- 
est commercial importance, says it is 
a triumph of United States diplomacy. 


BEHIND CLOSED DOORS. 
Senate Considers the Immunes 
Question—Confirmations.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—In the ex- 
ecutive session of the Senate today 
there was some discussion of the char- 
acter of men who should be chosen to 
command the immune regiments.

Irish Societies of Chicago Protest 
Against It.

CHICAGO, May 24.—The United 
Irish societies of Chicago ata big mass 
meeting in Central Music Hall, pre- 
sided over by John M. Smythe, adopted 
resolutions emphatically condemning 
the suggested alliance between the 
United States and Great Britain. 

The resolutions denounce the alliance 
as uncalled for, and greatly at variance 
with American traditions and the sen- 
timents of a majority of the American 
people who are not of British birth or 
ancestry. 

It is declared that such an alliance 
would result in a European combina- 
tion against the United States, and 
would make us partners in the crimes 
of the British nation against weaker 
states and defenseless people.

The principal speaker, John G. Fin- 
erty, said: “We will fight this alllance 
on the platform and at the polls. We 
are willing and eager to fight for 
America, but we will never fire a shot 
nor lose a single drop of blood for 
England.”

EVIDENCES THAT BLOOD IS MUCH 
THICKER THAN WATER. 


A Sensational Murder—Gen. Gomez's 
Son Arrives in Camp—Gen, Lee 
Dac Today—Troops Ready to 
Go to Cuba, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TAMPA (Fla.,) May 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] This has been a lively day 
in Tampa. The celebration of the 
Queen's birthday by a banquet end 
band, another murder in which a 
prominent banker was the victim; a 
shooting scrape in the dining-room of 
the Tampa Bay Hotel; the arrival of 
Gen. Gomez's son in the Cuban camp,

“Blood is thicker than water,” is the 
caption on the bill of fare used at din- 
mer today in the hotel, and is aug- 
mented by the Stars and Stripes and 
the English Jack. It is the Queen's 
birthday, and the hotel management 
Bave a banguet to the military. Gen. 
Shafter occupied the seat of honor and 
filled it admirably. Mayor Gillett eulo- 
gized our Chief Executive fn respond- 
ing to the toast, “The President of ‘the 
United States ” 

Gen. Shafter in his brief, forcible and 
admirable address “The Army 
and Navy,” afforded the literary treat 
of the afternoon. 

William MacLeod, a banker of St. 
Petersburg, a suburb of Tampa, was 
shot from behind by two persons at 3 
O'clock this morning and instantly 
killed. His body was then placed on 
the track before an approaching freight 
train and almost ground to pieces in the 
hopes that it would be so mangled that 
evidence of the murder would be de- 
Btroyed. Robbery could not have been 
the motive as MacLeod’s gold watch 
and a sum of money were found in his 
pockets. A load of buckshot had 
struck him in the back, and he had been 
shot through the heart and intestines 
With a heavy caliber revolver. 

Gen. Gomez's son arrived in the 
Cuban camp today, and there is great 
rejoicing. He is a dusky lad of 19, tall, 
straight, muscular and dectdedly fine 
looking.

Nunez, and will sooner or later attach 
himself again to his father’s staff.

Late this evening Marshal Hoar, 
with several deputies and United 
States Commissioner Otto, received in- 
formation from the North, in conse- 
uence of which they slipped quietly out 
to the Panama, arrested Jiminez and 
brought him ashore. 
the Key West Hotel and put through a 
vigorous examination in private, 

Jiminez stoutly denied the accusation 
that he was a spy. but his story was of 
such a contradictory nature that it 
confirmed the suspicions of the Federal 
authorities. The examination will be 
continued and the prisoenr will be held 
under arrest meanwhile. 

The Panama case was before the 
United States court today. Arguments 
on both sides were heard, and Judge 
Locke reserved decision. It has been 
decided that such ships as are held to 
be legitimate prizes of ‘war shall be 
sent north for sale, so as to bring bet- 
ter prices. This will probably not be 
done, however, until all the cases have 
been finally determined. 

A new aspect was given today to the 
engagement at Cardenas, where Ensign 


Bagley and four men of the United 
States torpedo boat Winslow were 


-killed, by a statement of insurgent Col. 
John J. Jova, who has been fighting 
under Gen. Gomez. Col. Jova has been 
in Cardenas since the engagement, and 
says the mortality on the Spanish side 
was by no means so great as reported 
at that time in the United States. 

According to his information, which 
seems to be corroborated by the testi- 
mony of other Cubans taken aboard 
from Cardenas, by the vessels of the 
blockading fleet, only nine persons were 
killed on the Spanish side. A shell from 
one of the American ships fell on one 
of the streets of the town, killing two 
women and three children, while three 
sailors and one medical officer on a 
Spanish gunboat fell under the fire of 
the Americans, 

The firing from the shore Was not 
from a masked battery, but from the 
three Spanish gunboats, to attack 
which the Winslow was sent in. Two 
of them were disabled, but not perma- 


He was taken to. 


nently, and the third ran away, accord- 
ing to Jova’s information. 

No fewer than three Spanish flags 
were brought down by the stray shots 
from the Wilmington’s guns. One 
shell struck the flagpole on the Ca- 
sino in the heart of the town, crash- 
ing through the roof and exploding in 
a china shop below. The place was 
wrecked, but no one hurt. The second 
to come down was flying. in the Span- 
ish barracks, and the third from a 
building formerly used by the Ameri- 
can Consul, flying defiantly on the very 
pole where the Stars and Stripes had 
once waved. 

Curiously enough, not one of these 
shois had been aimed at: the flags, 
but the Spaniards were so amazed at 
what they considered the marvelous 
skill of the American gunners that 


| 


every Spanish flag was hauled down. 

Seven hundred marines came ashore 
here today, and are camped near the 
barracks pending the return of their 
ships or some other vessels. 

11:50 p.m. The United States auxil- 
iary tug Wampatuck brought in today 
a story of a sharp skirmish off San- 
tiago de Cuba last Wednesday. The 
tug, With the United States auxiliary 
cruiser St. Louis, went into the San. 
tiago Channel to cut the cable. While 
the vessels were engaged in the work, 
they were fired upon by the shore bat- 
teries, The St. Louis returned the 
fire and a lively fusillade ensued for 
about half an hour. The Wampatuck 
eventually succeeded in cutting the ca- 
ble. None of the Spanish shots hit 
either boat, while neither of the boats 
in turn inflicted any damage on the 
enemy. 

From Santiago the two ships pro- 
ceeded to Guanatanamo, the Waumpa- 
tuck going in about 400 yards from 
shore to cut the cable there, the St. 
Louis lying out of range. The shore 
batteries again opened fire and the St. 
Louis signaled the tug to come qut, 
which she did, without having cut the 
cable at that point. This adventure 
was equally harmless. 

Accounts of it reached here today in 
a grossly exaggerated form, including 
a report that the cruiser and the little 
tug had silenced the Spanish batteries 
on shore, 


MAIL REGULATIONS, 


Orders Issued Regarding Letters to 
and from the Soldiers. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Two orders 
in regard to the mail for and from the 
soldiers of the army have been issued 
by Postmaster-General Smith. One 
order takes the Philippines out of the 
category of places where mail com- 
munication with the United States is 
suspended, and the other revives a 
regulation permitting soldiers, gailors 
and marines to send letters postage 
upon which is to be collected on de- 
livery. Following is the text of the 
order regarding mail for the United 
States forces at the Philippines: 

“In view of existing hostilities be- 
tween the United States and Spain, 
which necessitaties the presence of 
United States forces in’service in and 
near the Philippine Islands, and of 
the fact that postal communication 
with said islands as one of the Spanish 
colonies, is prohibited by my order, No. 
161, dated the 26th ultimo, it is hereby 
ordered that articles of mail matter for 
or from persons connected with said 
United States forces shall be subject to 
the postage rates and conditions appli- 
cable to similar articles in the domestic 
mails of the United States. 

“The articles shall be sent to the 
commandents of the forces by every op- 
portunity offered by the sailing of a 
United States vessel for said force. The 
sailing dates of the vessels cannot be 
announced in advance, and the articles 
should therefore be forwarded promptly 
to San Francisco in order that they 
may be dispatched thence to their des- 
tination at the first opportunity.” 

The regulation in regard to the mail 
forces in the fleld is authorized by an 
act of Congress passed in 1879, and is 
as follows: ‘“‘Letters written by officers, 
commissioned or noncommissioned, and 
privates in the military, naval or ma- 
rine service of the United States, to be 
transmitted unpaid, must be plainly 
marked, ‘Soldier’s letter,’ ‘Sailor’s let- 


ter’ or ‘Marine’s letter,’ as the 
case may be, and signed there- 
under with his name and official 


designation by a field or staff officer, 
post or detachment commander to 
which command the soldier belongs, or 
by a surgeon or chaplain at a hospital 
where he may be and, in the navy and 
marine service, by the officer in com- 
mand of the vessel or surgeon or board, 
er officer commanding naval hospitals 
or detachment on shore. Letters so cer- 
tified will be forwarded charged with 
postage due at single rates only, to be 
collected on delivery.” 

This regulation is in line with a bill 
introduced yesterday by Representa- 
tive Lybrand of Ohio, extending frank- 
ing privileges through the mails to 
officers and enlisted men of the United 
States forces. 


No Official Statement. 

NEW YORK, May 724.—No official 
statement was obtainable today rela- 
tive to the reports that the Great 
Northern Railway stockholders are to 
be given the right to subscribe to a new 
issue of preferred stock at an early 
date, but that the issue will be inade 
in some manner, is to be inferred frem 
such information as was at hand in 
Wall street. The. avowed object of 
such an issue is the retirement of the 
$15,000,000 collateral trust mortgage 
bonds which were issued in 1892.

M. M. Potter, the proprietor of the 
Van Nuys Hotel, states that since 
January 19, 1897, the date when the 
hotel was opened, over 16,000 guests 
have been accommodated, an average 
of nearly 1000 a month. Before the Van 
Nuys was opened many persons ex- 
pressed doubts as to whether it could 
be made to pay.

“FRUITS OF EVIL SEED.” 


The Pope Expresses Profound Emo- 
tion at the Disorders in Italy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


ROME, May 24.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 


The Osservatore. Romano publishes a 
letter from the Pope to Cardinal Andrea 


Ferrari, Archbishop of Milan, express- 
ing profound emotion of the zrave dis- 
orders in Italy. The Pope says, 
“These disorders are the fruits of 
evil seed, scattered with impunity in 
Italy, which leads to the corruption of 
minds, the perversion of morals, and 
the detriment of religion.” 

The Pope could have wished, he con- 
tinued, that Cardinal Ferrari had been 
at Milan at the time of the rioting in 
order to pacify the people, and he de- 
clares that he has been greatly moved 
by the insults contained in the mani- 
festo against a member of the sacred 
college. 

‘It was not against the person of 
the cardinal who has always exempli- 
fied great pastoral charity, that the 
attacks were directed, but against the 
principles he represents. It is impossible 
to understand whither such a cam- 
paign may lead, where the _ social 
authority is shaken.”’ 

The Pope declares, however, that he 
has derived great consolation from the 
evidences of devotion of which the 
Archbishop has been the object, and 
concluding the letter, expresses this 
confidence that the Catholic clergy at 
Milan will remain under the influence 
of their affection for their pastor.

LONDON, May 24.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] An accident to Mrs. Leslie 
Carter on the stage of the Adelphi 
Theater last evening, not only causec 
a forty-minute wait in the performance 
of the “Heart of Maryland,” but will, 
in all probability, bring the London 
engagement of David Belasco’s play 
and Mrs. Carter’s company to an un- 
timely end. 

It was in the belfry scene of the 
play’s third act, that the accident oc- 
curred. Mrs. Carter, as Maryland Cal- 
vert, the heroine, climbs to the church 
belfry to prevent the ringing of a signal 
that is to mean her lover’s déath. At 
the first stroke she seizes the swinging 
tongue and follows it in the traditional 
style of the curfew poem. 

How many times Mrs. Carter has got 
over this scene without mischance it 
might be difficult to estimate. Last 
night there was a slip, and the curtain 
went down precipitately as the unfor- 
tunate actress fell. Mrs. Carter pluck- 
ily insisted on finishing the play, and 
after a forty-minute walt she was al- 
lowed to do so. 

Later it was announced she would not 
appear again, the physicians having 
warned her friends that the nervous 
shock of the accident would make any 
repetition of the belfry scene a hazard- 
ous performance. 

The substitution of another actress in 
the leading part is regarded as im- 
probable. It is believed the “Heart of 
Maryland” will necessarily be with- 
drawn.

THE BOND ELECTION. 


VOTERS TO DECIDE TWO ISSUES 
AT THE POLLS TOMORROW. 


Lively Session of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners — Final In- 
spection of Main Street Tomor- 
row—New Milk Permits Ke- 
quired. 


Tomorrow at the polls a second oppor- 
tunity will be given the voters of this 
city to decide whether bonds shall be 
issued to the amount of $150,000 for 
the improvément of the fire depart- 
ment. At the same time the people will 
be called upon to say whether they 
are in favor of issuing bonds to the 
amount of $23,000 for the construction 
of five bridges. On both of these propo- 
sitions a two-thirds vote is necessary, 
and although a small vote is expected, 
it is thought both propositions will 


carry. 

When. on December 7 last, this same 
matter of issuing fire-department bonds 
was submitted to the people it was 
defeated by only seventy-three votes, 
and that too, when it was coupled with 
the proposed issue of school bonds when 
the worst scandal in the history of the 
school department was being investi- 
gated. It has been the almost universal 
opinion since that election that the 
fire department bonds Were defeated 
because they were coupled with the 
school borids, against which the people 
voted because of the scandal. Tomor- 
row, however the fire department bonds 
are the principal matter to be voted 
upon, and the bridge bonds will take 
second place. If they are defeated it 
will be simply because of the negligence 
of the people most interested in them 
not going to the polls and casting their 
votes. 

No organized opposition has been 
made to them, and but few people who 
rightly understand the proposition will 
vote against what will give to the city 
a first-class fire department capable 
of doing as good service in the resi- 
dence portions of the city as*in the.bus- 
iness centers. It is from the residence 
sections that the strength of the bond 
issues will come, for the owners of 
homes are the ones most interested. 
The annexed districts now wholly with- 
out fire protection, will doubtless roll 
up a good-sized majority in favor of 
the measure, but as two-thirds of the 
total vote cast must be in favor of the 
issue in order that they may be issued, 
it will be necessary for all the friends 
of the measure who can to vote for 
them. 

POLLING PLACES, 

There will be but one voting place in 
each ward, as follows: 

First Ward, No. 600 Downey avenue; 
Second Ward, No. 123 Temple street; 
Third Ward, City Hall; Fourth Ward. 
No. 1261 South Figueroa street: Fifth 
Ward, Twenty-third and Thompson 
streets; Sixth Ward, corner Washing- 
ton and Central avenue; Seventh Ward, 
No. 610 East Fifth street; Eighth Ward, 
Pico House; Ninth Ward, fire engine 
house. 

WHAT WOULD PURCHASED. 

If the bonds carry at the polls tomr- 
row and are issued in due time the 
purchases that will be made with the 
money derived from the sale—and it Is 
known that even with the war the 
bonds will sell at a premium—will be 
expended in a most judicious manner. 
The details of the proposed expendi- 
tures have been repéatedly published, 
and briefly stated, the improvements 


which would be acquired with the 
money are: 

The present. sites of en- 
gine houses not now owned by 
. the--city; five new . houses, variously 
located; one workshop in East Los 


Angeles; four’steam fire engines; nine 
combination hose wagons; one hook 
and ladder for West End; one steam 

e for relief; two hose car-,| 


riages, etc., more than $2000 for sink- 
ing fund. 

The latter item, $2000, for sinking 
fund, would be saved from rent alone. 
The city now pays more than $8000 
per year rent, and as the bonds are to 
bear 4 per cent. interest, the interest 
for the first year will amount to only 
$6000, and would be reduced each yea:. 
In a recent issue of a local publication 
Councilman Toll, who has made the 
matter a study, writes a strong appeal 
for the bonds, considering their issue 
a business proposition which the city 
should seize at once. In closing his 
article, he says: 

“A person wonders how there can 
be a negative vote cast. A voter's 
mind to be made up on the wrong side 
of this question must be influenced 
by narrow, selfish motives, or act upon 
bias or prejudice. To classify such ob- 
jectors. we would include them under 
the following headlines: 

“First—Large holders of property, 
who fear heavy taxation. 

“Second—Those who fear misconduct 
in handling funds. | 

“Third—The ever-present chronic ob- 
jector to taxation on -general princi- 
ples; and, 

“Fourth—The owners of buildings 
occupied by city fire department at 
present and their friends and sympa- 
thizers. 

“#s to the latter class, let them 
alone. “They are joined to their idols.’ 
To the second class, we can only say 
that we believe the Fire Commission- 
ers and the Council, to whom jointly 
will be entrusted the disposition of 
these funds, can be trusted to protect 
the interests of the people in execut- 
ing this commission. As to increasing 
the tax burden, neither large nor small 
holders need take to the woods on this 
proposition. A 2-cent levy per $100 
of assessed valuation of real and per- 
sortal property will suffice to pay in- 
terest and sinking fund. The average 
assessment of our city roll is about 
$3000, in valuation, upon which the tax 
on account of the fire and bridge bonds 
would be only 60 cents. No person, 
when honestly considering the many 
advantages of this bond issue will 
think seriously of imperilling its suc- 
cessful issue by casting a negative 
vote on account of this meager tax.’’ 

It will, of course, be possible for a 
voter to cast his vote for or against 
either proposition.

DOG-CATCHER ON TRIAL. 


Charges of Bassett vs. Walters Tried 
. By Police Commissioners. 

The investigation of the charges that 
were preferred weeks ago by Eugene 
Bassett against W. D. Walters, the 
city dog-catcher, engaged the attention 
of the Board of Police Commissioners 
during almost the entire time of the 
regular meeting of that body yesterday. 
The charges against Patrolman Con- 
ley by I. E. Messmore were also to have 
been tried, but the condition of the 
complaint and the fact that the mat- 
ter is to be tried in court tomorrow 
caused a postponement of the investi- 
gation until the next meeting of the 
board. In the hearing of the Bassett 
charges, Commissioner McLain lost his 
temper and gave Walters a piece of 
ihs mind which bodes no good for that 
individual in event of it being possible 
to prove any violation of the law 
against him. 

The first part of the session was de- 
yoted to the transaction of a number 
of business matters which came up in 
the regular routine. Long before the 
commissioners arrived the room in the 
City Hall in which they hold their 
meetings was filled with spectators 
who either came as witnesses in one of 
the cases to be heard, or were drawn 
there by the expectation that there 
woulée be a lively session. 

When the case against Walters was 
called the charges made by Mr. Bas- 
sett were read. They recite that on 
April 11, without author'ty, the dog- 
catcher came upon his premises and 
took his dog, on which license had been 
paid, and that they treated his wife 
rudely, refusing to release the dog when 
they were informed’ that the license 
had been issued. Mrs. Bassett was the 
first witness. She related how the 
catchers had come to her house, entered 
the yard, and secured the dog. She 
went to the street and seized the net 
and was dragged to the street by the 
men holding it. One of them tried to 
make her release her hold and in doing 
so shoved her into the mud. She did 
not complain so much of this, as she 
did of the language used toward her. 
This she said was unfit to repeat. She 
had told her husband of the matter 
upon his return, and the charges were 
the result. Mrs. Iva Pratt, who makes 
her home with the Bassetts, told the 
same story. 

In his own defense Mr. Walters 
showed by his deputies that he had 
not sent his men to the yard, They 
swore that the dog was in the street 
when they caught it, and that after it 
was in the net the women ran out of 
the house, and were about to assault 
them with scissors; that they tried to 
cut the net, and would have Aone so 
had force not been used to prevent it. 
They asserted that they had a right 
to enter the yard if necessary, as the 
dog was not muzzled, and as the muz- 
zle ordinance gave them that right. 
In support of this statement Assistant 
City Attorney Thomas was called, and 
| stated that the ordinance did give them 
that right apparently, but he would 
not say that it was a good ordinance 
or that it would be sustained if taken 
into court. The whole case hinged 
upon the right of the catchers to en- 
ter the yard, and when it was shown 
that the ordinance did intend the seiz- 
ure of dogs on uninclosed lots, Bassett 
admitted that he had no case. He in- 
troduced the evidence of his wife and 
Mrs. Pratt in rebuttal, however, to 
show that the statements made by the 
catchers about the use of scissors were 
false. The ladies not only denied these 
statements, but said plainly that i; tk 
catchers would lie about one m&tter 
they would about others, and were not 
worthy of belief under any circum- 
stances. There was nothing for th- 
commission to do but dismiss the case, 
as nothing upon which they could act 
had been proven. A motion to that ef- 
fect by Mr. Gibbon was adopted. 

After the case against Walters haa 
been disposed of, his statement as to 
the charges made verbally against 
him by Commissioner McLain two 
weeks ago, which had been filed with 
the board, were read. McLain as- 
serted that he had been informed that: 
Walters’s men had taken a dog out of 
a woman’s arms near his home. and he 
at the time, said he would have the 
matter investigated, and would see if 
something could not be done in the 
matter. Walters, however, secured 
statements from the women from 
whom whom the dog had been taken 
showing that he had acted upon their 
own request. In the course of their 
statements reference was made to the 
proximity of their home to that of 
Commissioner McLain, and the lat- 
ter at once lost his temper. He de- 
manded to know whether he was on 
trial or not, and on being assured 
that the purpose of the dog-catcher 
was only to explain the matter, he did 
not see it in that light. “If you have 
any charges to make against me,” he 
exclaimed, ‘‘make them. This is no 
child's play. I will not be held up to 
ridicule. This man has been'telling the 
reporters what he would do with me, 
and I want to know what he means. 
I am not going to be trifled with in 
this manner. I have made no charges 
agcinst this man, and if he has any- 


suggested in that request and 


thing against me let him say so." The | 
other commissioners interposed .expla- 
nations, but McLain was angry and 
showed it. He denied most positively 
that he had ever said that he had been 
informed that Walters had ever taken 
a dog from a woman’s arms, although 
nearly all the commissioners were will- 
ing to swear that that had been his 
statement. He left the City Hall, after 
the meeting, in a rage, believing that 
he was in the right and refusing to 
listen to explanations. 

While the Walters case was being 
heard, it was thought that the charges 
against Patrolman Conley by I. E. 
Messmore could not be heard. Attorney 
Pendleton -asked that the investiga- 
tion be postponed, saying that it would 
be unfair for the accused to reveal his 
defense then, as the matter is to be 
heard in court today. Mr. Messmore 
was called in and asked if he objected 
to a continuance. He explained timt 
he was suffering great pain, and that 
anything that the commission chose to 
do would be satisfactory to him. The 
case was, therefore, set for hearing at 
the next meeting of the commission. 
Soon after this postponement had been 
agreed to, Mr. Messmore again ap- 
peared before the commissioners and 
stated that in so far as his charges 
referred to Patrolman Fowler, he de- 
sired to withdraw them. He said he 
had been given the name of Fowler at 
the Police Station, but had afterward 
learned that that officer had had noth- 
ing to do with his arrest. The board 
consented to the withdrawal of the 
charges against Fowler. 

THE MAYOR DIDN'T LIKE IT. 

The reading of the communication 
from the Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, calling attention to 
the former action of the beard in fil- 
ing a request that the so-called hitch- 
ing ordinance be impartially enforced, 
caused a small tempest. The com- 
munication was ‘a well-worded roast 
of the commision, in terms to which 
no exception could’ be taken. The as- 
sociation called attention to the al- 
leged fact that the former request had 
received scant courtesy, and demanded 
that the commission see to it that 
the police department do its full duty 
in the matter. 

“That's a very nice roast, got up by 
somebody who didn’t know his busi- 
ness,’”’ exclaimed the Mayor hotly, as 
soon as the communication had been 
read. “The clerk will answer the 
communication at once, and notify the 
writer’ that at 'the time the other 
request was received the board had 
already taken action along the line 
that 
there was nothing to do but to file 
his communication. We had done all 
we could, and the writer of that note 
could have learned as much upon in- 
quiry. There was no discourtesy in- 
tended, and I do not see how such an 
idea could have been obtained from 
the action of the board. Let this last 
communication also be filed.’

Main Street New Surface to Be Of.-

There is an aftermath of the dam- 
age suit of Mrs. Elizabeth Church 
against the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany to recover $15,000, and it will de- 
velop today, when a complaint is filed 
against W. G. Huey, who testified in 
the case for the plaintiff, charging 
him with perjury. 

During the hearing of the case before 
Judge Allen and a jury two young 
men named Zeller and Duquette testi- 
fied that they had seen Mrs, Church 
alight from the street car, and that the 
accident resulted from her own impru- 
dence. Presumably to negative this 
testimony, nad negative it, too, beyond 
all preadventure, Huey was called in 
behalf of the plaintiff. He then stated 
positively that he saw Zeller and Du- 
quette at the time the accident oc- 
curred in the back room of what was 
known as Joe Phillip’s peanut stand at 
the corner of F and Pico streets. They 
were there playing cards or checkers, 
he couldn’t see which, in company with 
several other boys. He heard them 
laughing, readily recognized 
the two young fellows he named. In 
response to the question of counsel 
Huey elaborated on his plain statement 
of fact, and said that Zeller and Du- 
quette could not have seen out in 
the street for the reason that the front 
of the building was closed. He pointed 
out on the blackboard the location of 
the peanut stand, and stated that it 
stood on the same ground where a gro- 
ocery now stands, and he was able to see 
in from the street through a back win- 
dow. 

On cross-examination Huey became 
even more circumstantial, and said 
that he knew the peanut §¥tand was 
moved across the street on "November 
15 of last year, and fixed the date be- 
cause he had a team and helped on the 
work. He made a note of it, and, 
furthermore, he remembered that when 
Mr. Gentry furnished a team there was 
some difficulty about his getting his 
money for it. 

To controvert this elaborate state- 
ment of Huey’s the defense next day 
put upon the stand the peanut vender, 
Joe Phillipi. He brought into court a 
lease which showed that his stand had 
been moved on July 9, and that it was 
absolutely impossible that Huey could 
have seen Zeller and Duquette under 
the circumstances narrated by him, on 
August 30, the day when the accident 
occurred. 

This is the head and front of Huey’s 
offending, and in all probability he will 
be arrested today on the perjury 
charge. But it is said that Huey has 
been concerned in suspicious transac- 
tions before, and his name is fairly 
well known in the District Attorney’s 
office. On more than one occasion 
Huey has received a check signed by 
M. V. Howard and drawy on the Broad- 
way Bank. On Saturday night this 
check would be presented in payment 
for a bill of groceries, or something of 
that sort, the balance being handed 
to him in cash. Upon presentation at 
the bank it would be found that How- 
ard’s account was not such as to per- 
mit payment, and upon being returned 
to Huey he would maintain that. he 
was absolutely innocent in the matter, 
and had no reason to suppose the 
check would not be paid. This may all 
have been true, but these unpleasant 
little coincidences became so common 
that a suspicion was aroused that 
Huey was not exactly just what he pre- 
tended to be. 


PETE GARCIA’S TRIAL. 


Few Witnesses for the Defense and 
They Mainly for Character. 

In the Garcia murder case the de- 
fense closed at noon, and the remain- 
der of the day was given up to argu- 
ment. Most of the witnesses put for- 
ward by the defense were simply char- 
acter witnesses, but there was at least 
one exception to this, and counsel made 
the most of it. 

The hat that was worn by Charles 
Collins at the time he was murdered 
was filed as an exhibit in the case. 
It had been contended by the prosecu- 
tion that the deceased had his hat on 
when the fatal blow was struck, and 
the imprint of the ax in blood was vis- 
ible on the outside of the hat. Messrs. 
Gaines, Wade and Mills, witnesses for 
the defense, and members of the Coro- 
ner’s jury that sat on the body of 
the murdered man, testified that no 
such mark was visible when they ex- 
amined the hat. 

Attorney Allender will address the 
jury this morning for the defense, and 
then Deputy District Attorney McCo- 
mas will close for the people. 


GETTING MIXED UP. 


Suit on an Old Contract That Was 
Never Observed, 

A suit that was reminiscent of the 
old days was filed yesterday by C. S; 
Hogan and Clara J. McClung against 
J. H. Johnson and John Doe. In the 
complaint it was set forth that on De- 
cember 18, 1891, one A. K. Johnson en- 
tered-into a contract with J. H. John- 
son to sell ten acres of land, and an- 
other tract of six acres adjoining, sit- 
uated in the Maclay Rancho subdivi- 
sion of the Maclay Rancho ex-Mission 
of San Fernando. J. H. Johnson agreed 
to set the lands out to fruit trees be- 
fore April 15, 1892, keep up the insur- 
ance, and make payment at the rate 
of $1000 per year beginning before or 
in December, 1896, and continuing up 
to the year 1900. 

As a matter of fact, J. H. Johnson 
never went into the possession of the 
lands at all, and on December 16, 1895, 
A. K. Johnson conveyed the lands to 
C. S. Hogan, subject to the contract. 
On January 7, 1898, Hogan conveyed a 
portion of the lands to Clara McClung, 
also subject to the previous contract. 
Things threatened to get kind-of mixed, 
so Hogan wrote to J. H. Johnson, of- 
fering to convey the property to him, 
but was met by a refusal on the part 


of J. H. Johnson to carry out the 
terms of the contract. In these prem- 
ises the court is asked to fix a time 
when Mr. Johnson must pay the $5900 
due on the contract, with interest from 
December 18, 1892, compounded, and 
failing in that that he he foreclosed 
of any right or title in the property. 


TIME TO MEDITATE. 

A Colored Man Who Doesn't Want 
Counsel, but Just Time to Think. 
William Ford is a colored man 

charged with grand larceny in having 
stolen a horse. Beguiled by his love for 
horse flesh, is said, he was foolish 
enough to ride away with the nag used 
by Police Officer Loomis in his duty 
as a mounted officer. 

Yesterday Ford was arraigned in De- 
partment One, and in answer to the 
inquiry of the District Attorney, said 
he had no attorney to represent him. 
Being asked by the court if he wanted 
one, he replied in the negative, and 
being asked whether he intended to 
plead guilty to the charge, he said 
that he was not prepared to do that 
just at that time. 

“How much time do you want to 
plead?” inquired Judge Smith. 

“About a week,” promptly responded 
the modest defendant, the answer tak- 
ing away the breath of the court and 
officials. But Ford was quite aware 
of his rights in the premises, and said 
he wanted time to meditate. Mr. Mc- 
Comas was inclined to give him full 
time to indulge in prolonged medita- 
tion. so Saturday was set as the time 
for plea. 

Late in the afternoon. however, Ford 
had “meditated” all he wanted to, and 
sent a message to the District Attor- 
ney’s office that he wanted to plead 
guilty and face the music. Such being 
his wish, an information was drawn 
and filed, and just before 5 o'clock 
Judge Smith sentenced him to two 
years in San Quentin. 


MONETARY SALVE CLAIMED. 


N. M. Carse Secks to Recover from 
the Southern California Road. 
The suit of Norman M. Carse, a 
chicken-raiser on Highland View ave- 
nue, against the Southern California 
Railway Company to recover $5100 as 
damages for injuries sustained, came 
to- trial in Department Four before 

Judge Van Dyke and a jury. 

The basis of the suit is the claim 
put forward by Carse that while driv- 
ing a wagon across the tracks of the 


defendant corporation on Walnut 
street,-on May 18, 1897, a locomotive 
with train attached ran into the 


wagon, smashed it, injured the horse 
so as to render it useless, and threw 
the plaintiff to the ground. The inju- 
ries he then sustained confined him to 
his bed for some time, and were of 
such nature as to make it probable that 
they will be permanent. As compensa- 
tion for such damages a claim is made 
for $5000, and a further sum is demand- 
ed for the horse, wagon and its con- 
tents, aggregating $100. 

As usual in such cases, negligence is 
charged against the servants of the 
railroad company, in that no whistle 
or bell was blown or rung upon the 
train aprpoaching the crossing on Wal- 
nut street by which plaintiff might 
have been warned of the oncoming 
train. 

After plaintiff's witneses had been 
examined in substantiation of the 
above allegations, counsel for the de- 
fendant corporation moved the court 
for a non-suit, and argued the motion 
at great length. Judge Van Dyke took 
the matter under advisement until 
this morning. 


THE CHINAMEN’S PLAINT. 


Dispossessed of Their Ranch by 
Force, They Demand Damages. 

A Chinese contingent has appeared in 
court to fight for their rights, and yes- 
terday Chung Sam, On Chong, An 
Doon, May Fat and Ah Sam began an 
action against Charles H. Forbes to 
recover $2000 as damages. 

It appears, from the allegations of 
the complaint, that the Chinamen were 
in possession of fifty acres of land sit- 
uated in the Laguna Rancho, rented 
by them from Mrs. Arcadia-Bandini de 
Baker for agricultural purposes. On 
Monday last the defendant came along 
and objected to their tenancy, cleared 
them all out, bag and baggage, placed 
a constable in possession and took forc- 
ible possession of the Chinese syndi- 
cate’s tools and crops. All this, it is 
charged, was done without legal right 
or authority, and the court is asked to 
give judgment for the damages sus- 
tained in the sum of $2000 and costs. 


FLOTSAM AND JETSAM. 


Miscellaneous Driftwood Thrown 
into the Courts. 

AN INSANE PATIENT. Lawrence 
Kelly, a young fellow 28 years of age, 
who has been working in a soap fac- 
tory, and has resided on the Mission 
road, was yesterday ordered committed 
to Highland Asylum by Judge Shaw. 
Recently Kelly has suffered from delu- 
sions, and believed that he was being 
followed by people who menaced his 
life. The order of commitment was 
made on the recommendations of Dr. 
Ainsworth and Dr. Mathis. 


LETTERS APPLIED FOR. Sylvia 
Grossman, widow of William Gross- 
man, who died on May 5, yesterday 
filed her petition for letters of adminis- 
tration in her hushand’s estate. The 
property is made up of a twenty-sevg- 
acre ranch, and five lots, the total es- 
tate being valued at $2050. 


THEY STRUCK OIL. Judge York yes- 
terday gave judgment for the defond- 
ant in the suit of W. R. Hervey against 
the Sunset Oil Company. The action 
was brought to recover $185.50, which 
it was claimed was due by E. A. Clam- 
pitt and the Union Pumping Company, 
and which claim was assigned to the 
plaintiff. 


FIFTY DOLLARS A MINUTE. On 
motion of counsel for the defense, 
Judge York yesterday dismissed the 
suit brought by Miller, Sloss & Scott 
against Henry L. Wiliams et al., for 
want of prosecution. The suit was to 
recover $368.68 alleged to be due for 
merchandise delivered to the defend- 
ants, and just about six minutes after 
the action had been dismissed coun- 
sel for the plaintiffs hustled into court. 
He claimed he had been in another de- 
partment, but the court had adjourned 
and his excuses were in vain, tor the 
order had been duly entered. 


NO REMONSTRANCE WENT. 
Cochran was released from the County 
Jail yesterday morning, as the prose- 
cuting Witness, an old man named 
Smith, refused to prosecute. It ap- 
peared that Cochran, while making a 
fire on the kitchen stove one morning 
filled the house with smoke. Old man 
Smith, who lives in the same place, 
went to the kitchen and remonstrated 
with the young fellow about lee*ing 
the stove door open, and received a 
crack on the head with a billet of 
wocd for his trouble. Mr. Smith there- 
upon swore to a complaint, but changed 
his mind later, on account of the 
young fellow’s family, and also for 
the reason that Cochran is, to put it 
mildly, eccentric at times.

HUSBAND AGAINST WIFE. 


Mrs. Lindsay’s Trial for Adultery 
Will Conclude Today. 
Wingate Lindsay was the only wit- 
ness on the stand yesterday in the trial

Lindsay was arrested some weeks 
ago for embezzling a ring from one 
John Nelson, but the complaint was 
dismissed. The prosecution is now try- 
ing to prove that Mrs. Lindsay was the 
instigator of his first trouble, and that 
her motive was to get her husband out 
of the way, the prosecution says, so 
that Rapose might visit her without 
fear or hindrance.

AN EXPENSIVE OUTING. 


RESIDENCE OF M._H. NEWWARK 
ENTERED LAST SUNDAY. 


Jewelry and Keepankes Valued at 
More Than Three Thousand Dal- 
lars Taken—Police are Working 
on a Clue—Mr. Newmark Uncom- 
municative. 


Burglars entered the residence of M. 
H.. Newmark, the wholesale grocer, at 
No. 1047 South Grand avenue, last 
Sunday afternoon, while the family 
and the servants were away, and took 
all the jewelry, portable valuables and 
keepsakes in the chiffonier in Mrs. 
Newmark’'s room, said to be worth in 
the aggregate more than $3000, and 
some of the stolen articles were price- 
less, The burglars executed their work 
cleverly, apparently were familiar with 
the house, and left no trace behind 
them. The police are known to have 
a clew, but it has not materialized yet. 
This is the second time the Newmark 
residence has been burglarized within 
two years, 

Last Sunday, the weather being 
pleasant, Mr. Newmark decided to 
take his family to a picnic and outing, 
leaving the house shortly after noon. 
The servant girl was given permission 
to leave for a few hours, but to return 
in time to prepare dinner. It was the 
gardener’s usual day off, and thus the 
house was left without an occupant or 
protector. The servant was the last 
peson to leave the house, shortly after 
2 o'clock, and she claims to have locked 
all doors behind her, leaving open only 
the rear screen door, by which she 
made her final egress, and which 
fastens on the inside by a hook. 

She returned shortly before 4 o'clock, 
and went to her room to divest her- 
self of her Sunday clothes. W hile 
dressing she heard a noise up stairs, 
and started to investigate, thinking 
that perhaps one of the family had pre- 
ceded her home, but at the same time 
wishing to make sure of it. She found 
no one, however, and returned to her 
room. <A minute later, she heard 
sounds as of some one walking down 
a flight of stairs, but when she got to 
the balustrade the noise had ceased, 
and she saw nothing. 

Convinced now that a stranger was 
in the house, she hurried to the resi- 
dence of H. Newmark, adjoining on 
the south, and secured the assistance 
of two hired girls. <A fourth person, 
meanwhile, telephoned to the police. 

The trio of young women surrounded 
the house, which was supposed to con- 
tain the marauder or marauders, for 
there may haye been more than one. 

After waiting several minutes and 
finding no one coming. out, they con- 
centrated forces and entered the house. 
It was devoid of any person but them- 
selves. The presumption is that the 
burglar or burglars left unnoticed by 
any one while M. H. Newmark’s serv- 
ant sought help. 

The burglary is one that profes- 
sional burglars would term, “A neat 
job.”” for nothing was disturbed or 
thrown about, as is customary with 
bungling robbers. 

The victim of this burglary, M. H. 
Newmark, refused to discuss it from 
any standpoint, and he volunteered 
not one jota of information, for, he 
said, he could not 
troubles -concerned the public. And 
then, he was following instructions, 
for the police had told him publication 
would injure his chances of recovering 
his property. ; 

Mr. Newmark is very anxious to re- 
cover some of the goods stolen, not 
because of their intrinsic value, but 
because of the associations surrounding 


them. In all twenty-four pieces were 
taken, together with about $100 in 
money.

THE CUBAN CLIMATE. 

Cuba is a mountainous country, and 
like all mountainous countries has a 
variety of climate. On the low-lying 
land, along the coast and for a_ few 
miles back from the sea, malarial 
fevers are more or less prevalent, ac- 
cording to localities and seasons. Dur- 
ing the rainy season, which lasts 
from June to October, the conditions 
of warmth and moisture contribute to 
the development of zymotic diseases, 
to which persons not acclimated are. 
especially subject. In the cities, yel- 
low fever prevails to a greater or less 
extent during the months of August, 
September, October and November. 
Malarial diseases prevail (principally 
in the ccast cities) throughout the 
year. In the mountainous regions, 
back from the coast, the climate is 
healthful throughout the year. This 
is due to the higher altitude and the 
better drainage of the interior re- 
gions. 


The prevalence of disease in the 
cities is due in a very large degree 
to their unsanitary condition. The 
Spaniards have paid little attention 
to scientific sanitation, and as a con- 
sequence the cities of Cuba—espe- 
cially Havana—are hotbeds of disease, 
Of the Spanish soldiers sent to Cuba, 
a very large proportion have either 
died from disease or have been dis- 
abled by it. But the large death-rate 
is due more to the lack of intelligent 
sanitation than to’ insalubriousness 
of the climate. The Spanish soldiers 
are ill-fed, and ill-clothed. They pay 
little attention to the laws of health, 
and the ravages of disease among 
them are the natural effects of a 
specific cause. 

That there will be much sickness 
among the American troops in Cuba 
may be set down as a foregone con- 
clusion. It could hardly be otherwise 
under the circumstances. Our sol- 
diers will go to Cuba unacclimated, 
and cannot hope to escape altogether 
the effects of so radical a change of 
climate. But it is not at all probable 
that the ravages of disease will be 
anywhere near as great among the 
American troops as they have been 
among the Spanish troops in Cuba. 
The Americans will be better fed, and 
in every respect better cared for than 
the Spanish soldiers. 

It is not probable, indeed, that the 
losses from disease will be so heavy, 
proportionately, in the Cuban cam- 
paign as they were in the northern 
army during the war of the rebellion. 
Great progress has been made in sani- 
tary science during the past thirty- 
five years. We have learned many of 
the obscure secrets of disease. Mal- 
adies which formerly baffled the 
skill of the best physicians, and were 
considered almecst surely fatal, are 
now treated with the utmost success. 
And better than all, we have learned 
how to prevent many forms of disease 
as well as to cure them. Medical 
@cience has made extensive progress 
along these lines, and the practical 
benefits thereof will be seen in the 
Cuban campaign. 

Our army of invasion wil! be thor- 
oughly equipped for the campaign 
against disease in Cuba, as well as 
for the campaign against the Span- 
fards. And although the climatie con-

THE FIRE-BOND ELECTION. 

Tomorrow the voters of Los Ange- 
les will decide two important ques- 
tions—-the issue of bonds for increas- 
ing the effectiveness of the fire de- 
partment, and the issue of bonds for 
the construction of certain “new 
bridges in the city of Los Angeles. 
The intense interest felt by the pub- 
lic in current war news has caused 
this important special election to be 
almost wholly lost sight of. But 
the questions to be determined are 
of immediate and vital interest to ev- 
ery citizen of Los Angeles, and there 
should be a full expression of opinion 
at tomorrow's election. 

It should be thoroughly understood 
that the two propositions are distinct 
and separate. They are to be voted 
upon at the same election, but on 
separate ballots, and each voter may, 
if he chooses, vote in favor of one 
and against the other. Each proposi- 
tion stands upon its own merits. The 
defeat of one need not involve the de- 
feat of the other, nor will the suc- 
cess of one necessarily involve the 
success of the other. In each case, 
however, a two-thirds vote will be 
necesSary to carry the proposition. 

In the case of the fire bonds, the 
vote will be on the proposition for 
the city to incur a bonded indebted- 
ness of $150,000 for the acquisition of 
certain lands as sites for  engine- 
houses, the construction thereon. of 
buildings suitable for ‘fire engine- 
houses, and the equipment of the 
same with fire-alarm and fire-extin- 
guishing apparatus. As THE TIMES 


a favorable vote on this proposition 
will effect a considerable saving to 
the city in actual cash expenditure, 
to say nothing of the increased fa- 
cilities for the extinguishment of fires, 
and the general betterment of the 
fire. department. The amount paid 
out annually for. rental of engine- 
houses is $6936, while the total 
amount of interest on the proposed 
loan of $150,000, at 4 per cent., will 
be put $6000 per annum. Here will 
be a saving in rent alone of $936 for 
the first year. The bonds are to be 
paid off in forty annual installments, 
hence the interest account will stead- 
ily decrease from year to year. Fur- 
thermore, about $36,000 of the total 
issue of $150,000 will go for the pur- 
chase of new apparatus, which will 
greatly increase the efficiency of the 
fire department. The interest on 
this amount cannot properly be 
offset against the rent account; hence 
the saving on -the latter would be 
proportionately greater. 

Five additional engine-houses will 
be built if the loan is authorized, 
giving fire protection in localities 
which at present are practically with- 
out any. This consideration alone 
should insure a favorable vote on the 
proposition. 

In purchasing sites, erecting ite 
own engine-houses, and paying’ for 
them on the installment plan, the city 
will gain distinct advantages such as 
accrue to a private citizen under simi- 
lar circumstances. The money now 
paid out annually for rent is to .a 
great extent wasted. The annual 
payments on the purchase b)rice of 
the properties to be acquired would 
be money saved. Eventually the city 
would own its engine-houses and the 
lands upon which they were erected, 
free of incumbrance. If the city con- 
tinue to pay rent, there will be noth- 
ing to show for the disbursements. If 
the city purchase these properties 
now, it will derive the benefit of 
the steady increment in value during 


the years to come, This increase. 
will without doubt amount to as 
much as the present value of the 
properties; thus making the 


city’s investment a good one, con- 
sidered purely as a business propo- 
sition. 

As to the proposed bond issue of 
$23,000 for new bridges, some radical 
differences of opinion will. naturally 
exist. The amount required is not 
large, and the new bridges would un- 
questionably be a great public con- 
venience, worth much more to the 
city and its inhabitants than the 
actual cost of the improvements. 
While the gain to the city would not 
be so apparent as in the case of the 
fire bonds, it would be a distinct 
benefit to the city in the long run, 
and the voter should bear this fact 
in mind when. casting his ballot to- 
morrow. 

These bonds are to run for a total 
period of forty years, and are to be 
peid off in equal annual installments. 
The interest is to be 4 per cent. per 
annum, and the interest account will 
steadily decrease as the principal is 
paid off. Whatever may be the popu- 
lar verdiet as to the bridge bonds, 
the authorization of the fire bonds is

The increase in taxation on account 
of these bonds will be inconsiderable, 
and will be effectually offset by the 
extinguishment of the expenditure 
for rental of buildings for fire-depart- 
ment purposes. It is to be hoped that 
the fire bonds will be carried by a 
majority far in excess of the re- 
quisite two-thirds. The proposed 
additions and improvements’ are 
needed for adequate fire protection, 
and the investment will be an excel- 
lent one from a business standpoint. 


AMERICAN VOLUNTEERS AT HONG KONG 

In suggesting the advisability of 
enlisting in the United States serv- 
ice one or more regiments from 
among the many applicants for such 
service at Hong Kong, Ture Ties did 
not, of course, contemplate the open- 
ing by the United States of a re- 
cruiting office at Hong Kong. Such 
an act would clearly be in violation 
of the obligations of neutrality. In- 
dividual American citizens—of whom 
there are many at Hong Kong and 
throughout the adjacent country— 
have an undoubted right to register 
their names with the American Con- 
sul for service in the army of their 
country, upon return to its territory. 
But our government has no right to 
open a recruiting office on alien soil, 
and a neutral power could grant no 
such right, were it disposed to do so, 
without violating the fundamental 
obligations of neutrality. 

But a citizen of any nation has the 
right, as an individual, to enlist in 
the service of any other nation. In 
doing so he forfeits all claim to pro- 
tection from the government of his 
nativity. He merely transfers his al- 
legiance, as he has a right to do. It 
is therefore entirely feasible for our 
government to accept the services of 
volunteers proffered to our Consul at 
Hong Kong, though these volunteers 
could not be mustered in at Hong 
Kong. This must be done on terri- 
tory controlled by the United States. 
It would be practicable, in pursuance 
of this plan, to open a recruiting of- 
fice in that part of the Philippines 
which is under control of ReareAd- 
miral Dewey, for the enrollment of 
American volunteers. This might be 
done at Cavite, which is now com- 
pletely under control of the United 
States forces. Cavite end its suburbs 
is at the present time conquered ter- 
ritory; it is a United States posses- 
sion, acquired and heid by the right 
of conquest. It would be entirely 
practicable and proper to establish 
there headquarters for recruiting the 
United States army soon to be in the 
Philippines, and to muster into the 
service such qualified volunteers as 
might present themselves and who 


might be found acceptable, The dis- 
tence from Hong Kong to Manila is 
only about 600 miles, and rsons 


really desirous of entering the United 
States service would have compara- 
tively little difficulty in individually 
securing transportation to the seat of 
war. 


. A FUTILE PROTEST. 

From Boston, where they shriek 
whenever a strange ship shows up in 
the offing, comes a protest against 
the use of the slogan, ““Remember the 
Maine.” The protest will be received 
and placed on file; meanwhile, we 
have no doubt the men who are prose- 
cuting the war will not forget the 
Maine, even though this be not a war 
for revenge. While it is a fact that 
we are combatting Spain for the dis- 
enthrallment of Cuba, the Maine “‘in- 
cident,” if such it may be termed for 
the sake of argument, is something 
that appeals to the man with blood 
in his veins, and he is the brave and 
gallant fellow, God bless him, who 
is doing the bloody work at the front. 
Spain is being punished primarily for 
the treatment of her Cuban subjects, 
but she is also being remembered for 
the slaughter of 266, American sail- 
ors in the harbor of Havana, and all 
the protestations in the world. will 
not serve to wipe out this patent 
fact. It willbe difficult to keep the 
American soldier and sailor from’ re- 
membering the Maine, no matter how 
uproarious become the protests from 
Beanville, the hub of the universe 
and the home of hysterics. 


The welcome news is given out that 
there are to be no sutlers permitted 
with the army in the present war, but 
that the regular commissary will sup- 
ply to the soldier lads at cost such 
articles as they are likely to need be- 
yond the usual rations and supplies. 
The sutler system owas one of the 
mcnstrous abuses of the last war, and 


its extinguishment is a good thing. 
It is now probable that somebody 
will get the boys’ pay beside the 


man who sold trashy goods at sixteen 
prices, and who never was known to 
have anything in stock that the men 
really needed. The old style was 
when the sutler was asked if he had 
any canned fruit, he replied, “nothing 
but oysters and sardaynes,”’ and the 
boys took what was offered at what- 
ever price was demanded. As a re- 
sult, their pay was eaten up without 
having anything to show for it. We 
are giad to Know that the soldiers 
of ‘98 are to be spared this particular 
species of leeching. 


In view of the patriotic spirit that 
is abroad in the land, the present 
seems to be a fitting opportunity to 
introduce in the public schools drill 
corps, such as they have in many: Eu- 
ropean countries. At least two gocd 
objects might be achicyed in this 
manner; first, the physique of the 
young people would be improved, and 
secondly, they would not be so “raw,” 
as recruits, should they at a future 
time be called upon to enter the 
militia or the army. It would not 
be necessary to provide uniforms, 
although to give some zest to. the 
drilling, neat military caps might be 
provided.

POLITICS, 


The charter election which is to be 
held tomorrow at San Francisco will 
have an important ‘pearing upon 
Democratic State politics. It is well 
understood among Democratic leaders 
that if the charter carries, Mayor 
Phelan will abandon all aspirations for 
a gubernatorial nomination, and will 
content himself with seeking another 
term as Mayor, with the vastly in- 
creased power and patronage which the 
new charter will.confer. Budd is, of 
course, deeply interested in the event 
of the election, and Phelan’s with- 
drawal from the field of State politics 
would remove a possible competitor, 
should Budd seek a renomination for 
Governor, as now scems probable. 

Whether the charter will carry is 
very doubtful. It is, of course, Sup- 
ported by all the influence that Phelan 
can ccmmand, but jt is strongly opposed 
by the Call, the Chronicle and a number 
of political organizations. The har- 
monious relations supposed to exist at 
present between Phelan and Budd will 
be subjected to a sever strain if the 
charter should be defeated. Phelan 
has plainly shown his ambition to in- 
crease his political power, and if the 
electors of San Francisco should decline 
to clothe their executor with greater 
authority Phelan will be very likely to 
enter the wider field of State politics.~

It is said that four of the five mem- 
bers of the Democratic subcommittee 
on fusion have finally agreed to accede 
to the Populists’ demand for an early 
convention.

from Washington that the United 
States Supreme Court yesterday de- 
clared the Algodones land grant on the 
Colorado River, Yuma county, invalid. 
Hundreds were waiting for this deci- 
sion to file upon the land. 
- Gov. McCord appeared suddenly at 
the Tucson Land Office in advance of 
all, and filed, in behalf of the Univers- 
ity of Arizona, upon over 3000 acres. 
The land filed upon is the choicest in 
the valley. 

Would-be settlers were surprised and 
routed. The Governor acted upon a 
general authority, which has not here- 
tofore been invoked. Prison labor pur- 
chases the water rights for this land. 
It is now a perpetual endowment to 
a university of at least $60,000 annu- 
ally. 

It is difficult to ascertain who is 
the most surprised at the Governor's 
strategic move, the canal company, 
which hoped for rich profits off this 
unequalled land, or the settlers, who 
were trying to get it for nothing. The 
friends of education are rejoicing.

SENSATIONAL STORY. 


A Comely San Francisco French 
Woman Makes Serious Charges.

SACRAMENTO, May 24.—Mrs. Rose 


38 years of age, and who says she con- 
ducts a saloon at the corner of Belden 
Place and Bush street, San Francisco, 
told a sensational story to Chief of 
Police Dwyer today.

The business of making clippings from 
hewspapers has developed into an in- 
fustry of considerable importance qur- 
ing the past few years. There is hardly 
2 Single line of business or profession 
that does not make use of the pvess- 
tlipping bureau in some way. Some of 
the methods are odd and ingenious, but 
all are legitimaie, and many prove very 
Buccessful. Birth notices are used by 
baby-carriage dealers, and in fact by 
Bilmost all mercantile houses, who keep 
accuraterecordsand send out attractive 
tirculars in time to catch trade for 
birthday presents. Death and mar- 
riage notices are used by photograph- 
ers and others. The uninteresting 
jegal notices of bond sales, street work, 
Btce., are difficult to keen track of, and 
Many firms now depend entirely upon 
the press-clipping bureaus for infor- 
mation in these lines.

RIVERSIDE, May 24. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The City Council met in ad- 
journed session this morning and after a 
long and at times a stormy sitting, reversed 
‘ts previous action and turned down the 
Southern Pacific franchise on South Market 
street, after the ordinance granting such 
franchise had been passed to its final read- 
ing. 

The ordinance granting an electric-road 
franchise east on Fourteenth street and 
south on Victoria avenue to Frank A. Miller 
was adopted by unanimous vote. 

The ordinance granting the Southern Pa- 
cific Company a franchise for an extension 
of its line on Market street between Tenth 
and Eleventh streets was read for a second 
time. Trustee Morse moved its adoption, 
and Trustee La Rue seconded the motion. 
William McBéan spoke in opposition to the 
franchise, and a protest to that effect was 
read, to which the signatures of several 
hundred property-owners were appended. 

S. A. Crawford presented a protest from 
residents of the lower part of the valley. 
The signers, Mr. Crawford stated, opposed 
any further extension of the company's line 
unless it be on the east side of town. 

Two protests of similar effect were pre- 
sented by J. E. Cutter, and W. H. Morrell 
read two more protests, which had been 
circulated by George W. Cobb and Dr. W. 

Sawyer. 

A. A. Adair presented a petition from 
property-owners, many of them on or near 
Market street, asking that the franchise be 
granted. Mr. Adair stated that he repre- 


sented the signers on the petition, and not. 


the railroad. 

Trustee Peters spoke against the franchise, 
and in favor of the company locating its 
proposed turntable at some point north of 
Seventh street. W. H. Morrell, Matthew 
Gage, John McFarland, J. E. Cutter and C. 
M. Dexter also opposed granting the fran- 
chise. 

At noon Trustee Morse suggested an ad- 
journment. Trustee Peters opposed this, and 
a motion of Trustee La Rue that the matter 
be laid over for a week was lost, Morse 
and La Rue voting aye, and Kingman, 
Brown and Peters voting no. The franchise 
failed on its final passage by the following 
vote: Yeas, Kingman and Morse; nays, La 
Rue, Peters and Brown.

periences, that the creation of such 
funds for the use of troops in the field 
is the most practical, efficient and eco- 
nomical method of using moneys tha’ 
may be contributed, While the first re- 
quest of the board is for financial sup- 
port, the public is informed that the 
board will also receive contributions 
of such articles as are not only useful, 
but peculiarly necessary for the so- 
diers serving in tropical climes and 
for the sick in hospitals. As the goverm 
ment furnishes abundant articles of 
food and clothing vest suited for the 
use of the soldiers in the fiel, the con- 
tributions of supplies for daily mess is 
not considered essential; consequently 
we believe that moneys expended 
through the respectiv® commanding of- 
ficers in the regulation way during 
times of war for articles actually 
needed in the field, will be of more 
practical benefit to the men than if 
epended in any other way, and will 
thereby carry out the purpose of the 
contributors to the best advantage. 

“Aside from the government's | is- 
sue of supplies, there are, however, a 
number of articles useful to the soldier 
in service which ought to be contrib- 
uted by citizens who have no money 
to give, In this” list is embraced the 
useful toilet. article Known as _ the 
‘housewife,’ which contains pins, 
needles. thread, buttons, scissors, court 
plaster, and other small articles that 
campaigning soldiers need. A couple of 
nice handkerchiefs and two or three 
fannel stomach bands, such as are nec- 
essary in tropical climes for keeping 
men ina healthy condition, may be ad- 
Vantageously added. These housewlves 
are made of substantial flannel or felt, 
and covered with. oilcloth. They are 
about eight inches wide and eighteen 
inches long when unrolled. They con- 
tain pockets in which the useful ar- 
ticles as above mentioned are placed. 
The committe would want 400 of them, 
and asks for them at once, as our 
troops are liable to be called to the 
front any day. 

“Those who are able and willine to 
respond to the request for contributi ns 
can feel assured that the money will 
be carefully and judiciously expended, 
an accurate account of which will be 
published frequently in the daily press. 
and at the completion of the labors of 
this board a full statemeat will be ren- 
dered of all the receipts and disburse- 
nents,
